Callant Part Taken in the 
Actions at Manila. 


Four Brilliant Advances Made 
Since Last Saturday, 


BORE THE BRUNT OF BATTLE. 


Charged the Enemy at the 
Point of the Bayonet, 


Six of the Command Killed and 
Fifty-five Wounded. 


Superb Work of Pennsylvania and 
Montana Regiments. 


FILIPINOS TIRED OF FIGHTING. 


Maj.-Gen, Otis Refuses to Treat With 
Aguinaldo—Miller Will Take Ilo- 
ilo—The Village of San Roque 
Burned—All Quiet in Manila. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 
MANILA, Feb. 9—[Exclusive Cable- 
gram.) Brig.-Gen. H. G. Otis holds 
the extreme left of the American 
line, from the bay, near Caloocan. 
The Regiments on the line and in 
support. are: Twentieth Kansas, 


Col, Feanstesa, cleven companies:

and the Tenth Pennsylvania, 
Hawkins, four companies. 

Two other companies of the Tenth 
Pennsylvania are behind the walls 
of the De la Loma churchyard; 
across the ravine from the Montana 
regiment is Capt. Jensen’s company, 
holding the stone fort supporting 
Grant’s battery of four Utah guns, 
a fifth gun, to the left, and on the 
railread, supporting the Kaneas 
troops. 

To reach its present position the 
brigade has advanced four times 
since Saturday in a series of bril- 
liant combats on different parts of 
the line of action, especially so on 
the 4th, 5th and 7th. The last ad- 
vance was most sanguinary, the 
American loss being one killed and 
six wounded, while the Filipinos 
suffered a loss of forty-four killed 
and were utterly routed. 

The troops of Gen. H. G. Otis’s bri- 
gwade served throughout with con- 
spicuous merit, the casualties to 
date being: Tenth Pennsylvania, 
one killed, three severely wounded 
and four slightly wounded; Twen- 
tieth Kansas, two killed, seven se- 
verely wounded and five slightly 
wounded; First Montana, none 
killed, two severely wounded and 
three slightly wounded; Third Ar- 
tilery, three killed, ten séverely 
wounded and eleven slightly 
wounded; Utah Battery, two 
wounded; total, six killed and fifty- 
five wounded. The Filipinos lost 
130. All the dead were buried. 

Several bayonet charges. were 
made on the 7th, during the advance 
of the right and center, The tak- 


‘ing of the Chinese cemetery, on the 


Sth, by the Montana and Pennsyl- 
vania regiments, was a superb 
piece of work. The brilliantly ex- 
ecuted advance up the slope in the 
open made a battle picture that 
would delight any veteran,’ 

The brigrde is now in line, in- 
trenched, awaiting orders—and the 
enemy. Gen, Otis says* that the 
regulars and volunteers alike ex- 
hibited, at all points, throughout 
regiment, battalion and battery, 
splendid discipline, order, steadi- 
ness, obeyance and magnificent in- 
trepidity.

TRYING DIPLOMACY. 


Filipinos, Tired of Fighting, Want 
to Negotiate Peace. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
MANILA, Feb. §.—[Exclusive Cable- 
gram.] leaders of the Filipinos 
including Aguinaldo, have taken well 
to heart the lesson taught them during 
the past four days, and are now trying 


diplomacy to end the’ hostilities which 


they started. Judging from the latest 
developments, they have failed as badly 


| as diplomats as they did as militarv 


strategists, and it looks as though 
their only course is to make complete 
submission to the American authori- 
ties. 


A number of prominent Filipinos 


He is unaffectedly proud. 


have visited Gen. Otis, military com- 


mander here, for the purpose of mak- 
ing overturs for the settlement of the 
trouble. They were received by Gen. 
Otis, but his manner was chilling. The 
deputation were talkative, and dwelt 
upon the situation from the Filipino 
point of view, but they had absolutely 
nothing to offer as a basis for settle- 
ment. They pressed Gen. Otis for a 
declaration of some kind as to what 
the Filipinos must concede in order to 
secure peace, but his answer dashed 
their hopes of obtaining any terms that 
would prove beneficial to the enemy. 

“Tell Aguinaldo,” Gen. Otis said te 
them, “that I have no message for 
him,” and this ended the interview. 
Those who know Gen. Otis construe 
this as meaning that if Aguinaldo 
wants to end the trouble, for which 
he alone is responsible, he will have 
to treat -personally with Gen. Otis, 
and make complete submission. 

He will never be recognized as the 
head of the so-called Philippine repub- 
lic, and must submit simply as an 
armed rebel. 


SAN ROQUE BURNED. 


Admiral Dewey Expelled Natives 
and Burned the Town. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—The Navy 
Department today received the follow- 

ing’ dispatch: 

“MANILA, Feb. 9.—After continued 
interference and intimidation of our 
work, I ordered the insurgents to leave 
San Roque by 9 this morning. They 
left during the night, a few remaining, 
and we burned the village this morn- 
ing. It is now occupied by our troops, 
All quiet. 

[Signed] “DEWEY.” 

San Roque is a village on the neck 
of land connecting Cavite and the, 
mainland of Luzon. 

ALL QUIET AT MANILA. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

MANILA, Feb. 9, 4:40 p.m.—All is 
quiet here today. The Filipinos are 
lying low, except on the extreme left 
and right. They are evidently con- 
centrating between Caloocan and Mala- 
bon. Judging from appearances, the 
Filipinos are being reinforced by bet- 
ter drilled men from the northern 
provinces. In front of Caloocan they 
are as thick as a swarm of bees. The 
American troops feel the heat at mid- 
day in the open, but they are anxious 
to proceed. The soldiers are impatient 
of restraint while in sight of the 
enemy. 

The Filipinos are still intrenching 
themselves on the left of Caloocan, — 

Sergt.-Maj. Smith of the Tennessees 
has been crdered to preceed to the 
United States by the next transport as 
an escort of the remains of Col. WIl- 
Ham G. Smith of the Dennessee 
Volunteers, who died of apeplexy du¥- 
ing the recent battle with the Filipinos. 

NATIVES BURNED IT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

MANILA, Feb. 9. 5:50 p.m.—The na- 
tives fearing the Americans were about 
to make an attack on or bombard the 
town of San Roque, set fire to it to- 
day. It is still burning as this dis- 
patch is sent, and as it is composed 
in the main of bamboo huts, it will 
probably be totally destroyed. Tele- 
graph operators are now worth their 
weight in gold, and the members of 
the Slignal Corps are working night 
and day. 


OFFICIAL REPORTS. 


Latest Advices from Maj.-Gen. Otis 
and Admiral Dewey. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—All that 
Gen. Otis had to report to the War 
Department today related to the cas- 
ualties that have occurred so far 
among the American troops as the 
result of the actions since Satur- 
day night. Matters in Luzon are now 
in a state of temporary quiet, appar- 
ently, and one of the officials who 
knows as well as anyone what was 
going on, said this afternoon that he 
did not expect to hear of important de- 
velopments in the Philippines for the 

next four or five days. 

Secretary Alger repeated his state- 
ment made yesterday to the effect that 
he had sent no instructions to Gen. 
Otis and in answer to an inquiry as 
to ‘the projected movement toward a 
landing at Iloilo, added that if Gen. 
Miller had been ordered to make a 
landing, the order must have been 
given by Gen. Otis, it had not gone 
from the War Department. The im- 
pression prevails, however, that this 
movement is already under way. and 
that it would not be surprising to hear 
within the next two days that it had 
been executed. 

Admiral Dewey was heard from this 
morning to the effect that he had found 
it nelessary to clear out all armed in- 
surgentsat the little village which com- 
manded the land approach to his naval 
station at Cavite. The action avas 
thoroughly re at the Navy De- 
partment. 


GEN. MILLER'S ORDERS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—Probably 
within forty-eight hours Gen. Miller 
will have begun an attempt to occupy 
Iloilo on the island of Panay. No spe- 
cific orders on this score have been 
sent to him since the battle of Satur- 
day and Sunday nor has he been-heard 
from recently respecting the matter, 
but it was his known intention to 
make the important movement as soon 
as he felt that conditions warranted it, 
and statements contained in the press 
reports from Manila convince the of- 
ficials here that Gen. Otis’ has at last 
authorized the landing. The’ best indi- 
cations of that determination was the 
dispatch this mornng from Manila 
of the First Regiment of Tennessee In- 
fantry for L[loilo: 

So long as the massing of insurgents. 
around Manila appeared to convey a 
serious threat against its safety, Gen. 
Otis felt bound not to weaken his forces 
by.sending any additional troops to 
Iloilo, but now that he has the in- 
surgents: demoralized he can proceed 
to carry out his plan for the occupation 
of Iloilo. This movement might have 
been made some time ago, but for. the 
necessity the comanding general was 
under of withdrawing the Fifty-first 
Iowa Regiment from _ before Iloilo.

Assembly Convinced He 
is not Shamming.

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 9.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The special committee ap- 
pointed by Speaker Anderson to ex- 
amine into the physical condition of 
Milton J. Green, called at Grant’s 
headquarters this afternoon, dnd as a 
result of their investigations the com- 
mittee returned to the Assembly con- 
vinced that he is indeed a sick man, 
and they so reported. 

The sneers and flings with which 
Burns’s followers have heretofore 
greeted the reading of the 
c@rtificates sent by Dr. Hatch, 
Green’s physician, announcing his 
inability to. appear at the bar of 
the House, were noticeably lacking 
this afternoon, and the reading of the 
report was listened to in grave silence. 

Drs. Simmons and Wiard wer@ unable 
to accompany the committee, of which 
they had been appointed members, 
so __—ithree Assemblymen—Belshaw 
(chairman,) Boone and Works—pro- 
ceeded to the sick man’s chamber, 
accompanied only by Dr. Baldwin, the 
third of the physicians, to make up 
the committee. They were met by Dr. 
Hatch and conducted to Green's 
chamber, where Hatch gave the com- 
mittee a history of the case, which 
goes back to six weeks before the as- 
sembling: of the Legislature. Green 
interested himself tosuchan extent in 
the political campaign that he neglected 
‘his meals. and proper hours of rest, 
and being of rather delicate build, his 
stomach and liver finally got out of 
order, which in turn deranged the 
heart's action and that of his nervous 
system. 

Dr. Baldwin care- 
fully, and after agreeing with Dr. 
Hatch as to the nature of Green’s 
illness, said that in justice to Dr. 
Hatch he wished to disclaim for him- 
self any reflection upon the latter's 
professional opinion as expressed in 
certificates sent to the Assembly. 


TOO ILL TO APPEAR. 


Green’s temperature was found to be 
over 100, and his pulse was very rapid. 


are still getting their per diem, could 
be temporarily discharged. 


INVESTIGATION EXPBHPNSES. 

The report of the Investigating Com- 
mittee, allowing a bill of $711 for four- 
teen days’ work by stenographers in« 
shorthand and typewriting, was pre- 
sented this morning by Chairman Cos- 
per. It was adopted, and “Dick” Rich- 
ardson, under whose charge the work 
was done. is correspondingly happy. 
The bill for witness fees and mileage, 
which has not yet been presented, will 
swell the expenses of the committee 
to a considerable amount, and as there 
are rumors of more investigations to 
be had, the cost to the State will be no 
small sum. However, in the’ general 
desire of members to get away at the 
expiration of the time for which they 
receive pay, there is a pretty good in- 
dications that the investigators will not 
be called on to do more digging. 

NO LONGER A FACTOR. 

The report as to Green’s illness can- 
not help but have a mollifying effect 
on those who were bent on placing him 
in jail. They recall now that in his 
statement sent to the House yester- 
day he expressed regret at his inability 
to appear before it, and disclaimed any 
intent of treating the Assembly or the 
committee with contempt. Further- 
more, he waived his right to appear and 
make a defense, which fact gave the 
house power to order him into custody 
at once, if it chose. Now, since he has 
been officially declared ill by reputable 
physicians and a committee from the 
house itself, there appears to be no 
more use of considering him as a fac- 
tor in the Senatorial contest. 

BULLA’S WITHDRAWAL. 

In this connection two interesting 
rumors may be stated, first, that Los 
Angeles people are preparing to re- 
quest Bulla’s withdrawal since his 
continuation in the race at this late 
day endangers success for Southern 
California, and the other that Alameda 
county is warming up for Grant. Many 
telegrams have been received by mem- 
bers of the Alameda county delega- 
tion in the last three days urging them 
to leave Barnes and vote for Grant, 
and political matters in the county 
have also taken such a turn that they 
may favorably, though indirectly, 
affect Grant’s cause. Frank Jordan, 
County Clerk, desires an increase of 
deputies in his office on account of the 
forthcoming registration. This is op- 
posed by Tom Williams, Burns's Demo- 
cratic racetrack confrére, and other 
elements in opposition to Jordan, partly 
on account of the latter’s pronounced 
friendship for Grant, and the matter 
came up at a meeting of the Alameda 
county delegation last night. Five 
members of the delegation, ex-Speaker 
Wright, Kelley, McKeen and Leavitt, 
all Burns men. and Knowland, a 
YBarvesite, voted against giving Jordan 
the increase he asks, while four mem- 
bers, Bliss, McDonald, Stratton and 
Taylor, voted to grant it. The fact 
that Stratton, who is for Barnes, and 
Taylor, who is for Bulla, voted with 
Bliss and McDonald, who are Grant 
men,istakenunder the circumstances to 
besignificant, though thefactthat Strat- 
ton is greatly interested in elections 
and election laws. may also account 
for his vote. Though the proposed in- 
crease was defeated, Jordan has many 
friends in Alameda county who may 
cause the five members voting against 
it to change their minds. It is reported 
tonight that the County Central Com- 


The committee on their return to the 
Assembly, through Chairman Belshaw, 
prepared a report which Works and 
Boone both signed in the order named, 
the chairman signing last. The com- 
mittee renorted that in its opinion ! 
Green has been, and is, quite ill, and 
it is unable to tell when he will ap- 
near. 

Dr. Baldwin, in his report, said he 
concurred in Dr. Hatch’s views, and 
said Green was in no condition to 
leave his room, and would not be for 
some little time. ‘ 

On motion of Belshaw, the report was 
ordered printed in the journal, to be 
made a special order for tomorrow, at 
2:30 p.m., half hour before the time 
for which the contempt proceedings are 
set, which proceedings must necessarily 
go over. 

Belshaw. Boone and Works all told 
the Times representative that they con- 
sidered Green to be too ill to appear 
at the bar of the house. The two for- 
mer, however, did not think this  in- 
volved the discharge of the contempt 
proceedings, nor of the Investigating 
Committee, even if Green’s illness 
should continue to the end of the ses- 
sion; but, while the committee is con- 
tinued in existence, they thought the 
committee clerk and stenographers who

SLAUSON’S CANDIDACY. 

The story that J. S.. Slauson is to be 
made Los Angeles county's candidate 
for Senator, in place of Bulla, who is 
unable to gain votes enough to elect 
him, though he may get a couple more 
from the Barnes camp before they 
change to Grant, has caused some in- 
dignation in anti-railroad circles, for 
it is held that Bulla is already suffi- 
ciently identified with railroad inter- 
ests. 

Bulla’s advocacy of the five-blocks 
bill last summer, which bill was favored 
on one part by the Market-street Rail- 
road Company, an adjunct of the 
Southern Pacific, is not forgotten, and 
the fact that some of the workers in 
his camp are affiliated with the rail- 
road, is sufficient ground for doubts 
as to Bulla’s independent candidacy 
for some people. But whatever may 
be his affiliations, the fact that he 
holds his thirteen votes with a grip 
of iron, afraid almost to let them out of 
his sight, shows how little he cares 
about helping to break the. deadlock. 
These thirteen votes, added to Grant's 
twenty-eight, could force a caucus

CANNON'SCANT 


“Uncle Joe’ Tries to Kill 
‘the Canal Bill. 


Does not Want it to Pass a 
This Session. 


Lack of Time and Money Given 
as His Reasons. 


If Knocked Out of the River and 
Harbor Bill it May Come Ug 


Again as a Rider to the Sundry 
Civil Bill.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Bad things have been 
happening to the Nicaragua Canal to- 
day, and tonight the friends of this 
great enterprise have a dark green 
taste in their mouths. 

“Uncle Joe’ Cannon of Illinois, 
chairman of the Committee on Appro- 
priations, caused all the trouble to- 
day by making a speech in the House, 
wherein he outlined what bills coulda 
not be considered in the House this 
session. ,Joe” declared \the 
Nicaragua bill, the steamship subsidy 
bill and the anti-scalping bill could 
not receive considération because of 
lack of time. 

Mr. Hepburn thereupon asked Mr. 
Cannon if he intended to serve notice 
against consideration of we Nicaragua 
Canal Bill. 

Mr. Cannon dodged, but finally said 
he would not give his personal consent 
to consideration of the canal bill for 
two reasons—lack of time, and-the fact 
that the revenues of the country were 
not in a condition to warrant the ex- 
penditure. Cannon said he favored 
the undertaking at some future ‘time. 

Later in the day Cannon told some 
friends of the canal that if the Hep- 
burn bill was placed upon the River 
and Harbor Bill as an amendment it 


‘would simply mean that the River. 


and Bill weulé not pass. He de-~ 
clared h wouk’Ybe killed, that the 
situatis. was pretly bad, and a new 
scheme was partly devised.

The Sundry Civil Appropriation Bin. 
comes up in the House this week, 
and there now seems talk of sticking 
the Nicaragua bill on that as a rider. 
The Sundry Civil Bill must be passed 
this session, and if the Nicaragua 
bill can be tacked on, it will go. 
through. 

While last night it appeared to be 
all clear sailing, tonight the situation 
is clouded with doubt. Tomorrow ought 
to bring about sore solution of the 
problem. 

Senator Morgan appeared before the 
Senate Committee on Commerce to- 
day and asked that the Nicaragua bill 
be put on the River and Harbor Bill 
as an amendment. This was in the 
form of a hearing, and the decision of 
the committee will be according to 
the wishes of the canal supporters. 

SENATE PROCEEDINGS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—Through- 
out its open session today the Senate 
had under consideration the Legis- 
lative, Executive and Judicial Appro- 
priation Bill. A lively debate was pre- 
cipitated over the appropriation for 
the support of the office of the Super- 
vising Architect of the Treasury, and 
that official was criticised for the 
delay in the construction of public 
buildings throughout the United 
States. A speech made by Mr. Allen, 
in which he commented unfavorably 
upon the methods of the Appropria- 
tion Committee, induced a rejoinder 
from Mr. Chandler of New Hampshire, 
which resulted in a sharp tilt between 
the two Senators. Fifty-one pages of 
the pending bill was disposed of before 
the Senate went into executive sege- 
sion for the remainder of the day, 


NOTE OF WARNING. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT KEPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, feb. 9.—Chairman 
Cannon of the Appropriations Commit- 
tee of the House, in the course of a. 
general debate on the Sundry Civil Bill 
today, sounded a note of warning 
against extravagant appropriations, 
and practically served notice that 
neither the Ship Subsidy Bill nor the 
Nicaragua Canal Bill could be passed 
at this session. Although he specific- 
ally disclaimed speaking for any one 
but himself, the statements he made, 
coming from the chairman of the Ap- 
propriations Committee, caused great 
interest. 

Mr. Cannon made a general statement 
of the revenues and expenditures for 
the present fiscal year, increasing 
Secretary Gage’s estimate of the. de- 
ficiency in the revenues from $112,000,000 
to $159,000,000, exclusive of the $20,000,- 
000 to be paid to Spain under the 
provisions of the treaty of Paris.- 

Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio, Mr. Hepburn 
of Iowa and W. A. Smith of Michigan, 
although they did not enter into any 
lengthy discussion, took issue with Mr. 
Cannon, but he maintained that our 
revenues might be sufficient to meet 
our expenditures for the next two years 
if needless expnditure was not entered 
into. He indicated that it would be a 
close margin and that new expendi- 
tures might mean a bond issue. 

Mr. Cannon’s speech was in every 
way a notable one, and doubtless will 
furnish the text of a good deal of 
discussion during the remainder of the 
session.

CIVIL SERVICE DEBATE. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—A brief but 
lively civil service debate was precipi- 
tated by an inquiry of Mr. Cockrell of 
Missouri concerning the expenditure of 
money for the office of supervising ar- 
chitect. He maintained that the work 
of the supervising architect's office was 
done slowly, if not badly. The con- 
struction ot public buildings dragged 
through year after year. Were the 
eame buildings being erected by private 
individuals they would be completed 
in one season. 

Mr. Galliinger of New Hampshire 
pointed out, in this connection, that 

Treasury Department was now au- 
thorized to invite com,»etition of pri- 
vate architects in the construction of 
public buildings. 

“We have a bureau and a very ex- 
pensive bureau,” he said, “yet we are 
dawdling along with the public build- 
ings of the country in a shameful man- 
ner.”’ 

' He told of one of the most distin- 
guished architects in the country who 
Came to Washington to take the civil- 
service examination for supervising 
architect. He did not pass the exam- 
ination, yet, said Mr. Gallinger, ‘‘after 
we have secured such an architect as 
now occupies the office we proceed to 
discredit him by letting out the jobs 
to architects who could not pass the 
department's examination.” 

Mr. Cullomsaid the President did not 
trust the supervising architect and in- 
¢isted upon special! rien. 

That was the case in Chicago, awhere 
@ special architect was employed to 
construct the government building 
there. - 

Mr. Cockrell placed the blame for the 
situation of affairs upon the executive, 

Oo, he said, had been harried to a 
most deleterious extent, so that it had 
proved a most ignominious and dis- 
graceful fallure. 

In a speech opposing the civil-serv- 
ice law. Mr. Stewart of Nevada de- 
Clared that the law would be an in- 
Jury to the government so long as. it 

. remained on the statute books. 

‘Mr. Perkins of California told of the 
serious time the people of San Fran- 
cisco had had in securing such a gov- 
ernment building as they needed and 


desired. The San were 
indignant that an Attempt shfwld be 


made to force them td accept a build- 
ing that did not comport with other 
&tructures in the city. He then showed 
a picture of the proposed building to 
the Senators. 


“It looks like a cotton factory,” com- 
mented Mr. Tillman. 

“Why,” said Mr. Perkins, “our jail in 
San Francisco is a pleasing picture 
compared to that.” 

Mr. Gorman regarded it as a wise 
and proper thing to increase the com- 
pensation of the supervising architect 
in order to enable the President to se- 
cure a man for the office who was com- 
petent to fill it. 

r. Allen of Nebraska commented 
upon the paragraph making appropria- 
tions for odds and ends of office needs. 
Many of them, he thought, were sus- 
vicious. Turning from this subject, 
he inquired why there was no muster- 
ing out of Major-Generals. Brigadier- 
Generals, Adjutant-Generals and Pay- 
masters who had been appointed for 
the war with Spain, and who were 
now “sitting around Washington, 
toasting their feet, eating, drinking 
and being merry at the expense of the 
government.”’ 

Mr. Allison, chairman ‘of the Appro- 
priations Committee, replied: 

“I have no special knowledge of the 
utility of major-generals and other of- 
ficers to whom the Senator refers, but 
I take it they are engaged in the work 
laid out for them about a year ago. 
. When the army bill is reached then the 
Senator can make his point. This bill 
provides only for the civilian employés 
of the government at Washington.” 

Mr. Allen declared that the number 
of these employés could be largely de- 
creased. “There are 10,000 persons in 
every department of the government 
in this city who are not rendering an 
hour’s service to the government in a 
year.” 

Mr. Allison—I do not think there are 
employés in Washington as 

at. 

Mr. Allen—I should think there are 
about 50,000. 

Mr. Chandler—There are just about 

10.000. 
_ Mr, Allen, continuing his criticism, 
declared that the farmers and work- 
ing people of the country were paying 
taxes to support “these worthless crea- 
tures.” 

Mr. Chandler in replying to Mr. Allen 
said-there was doubtless extravagance 
in the government service, and perhaps 
too many, employés, but the charge of 
the Nebraska Senator was altogether 
too general] to have any effect either 
on the Senate or on the country. 

“The Senator.” said Mr. Chandler. 
“has been here almost six years, and 
in all that time, has not made a propo- 
sition for a single specific economy.” 

Mr. Allen explained that not having 
had the ear of the appropriations com- 
mittee he had never had the oppor- 
tunity. 

Mr. Chandler—I have heard that the 
Senator was a modest man, but I never 
discovered it except in his own utter- 
ances. 

Mr. Chandler then declared that Mr. 
Allen’s periodical “diatribes” had been 
general in their terms, and not so di- 
rect as to be useful. 

Mr. Allen—I hope the Senator will 
withdraw that word “diatribes.” 

Mr. Chandler—I will And I will 
substitute for it the term “periodical 
admonitions.” [Laughter.] 

The pending bill was then laid aside 
Yor the day and at 3:15, on motion of 
Mr. Hoar. the Senate went into execu- 
tive session. 

At 5:35 the Senate adjourned.

SUNDRY CIVIL BILL. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 —The House 
went into committee of the whole (Mr. 
Sherman of New York in the chair,) 
and took up the consideration of the 
Sundry Civil Appropriation Bill. Mr. 
Cannon (Rep.,) of Illinois, in charge of 
the measure, made a general analysis 
of what it contained. It carries $2,- 
928,101, but $20,000,000 is for payment to 
Spain to carry out the provision of 
the Paris treaty. Exclusive of that, 
the bill carries $8,095,758 less than the 
estimates, and $5,929,311 less than the 
current law. 

In connection with the bill, Mr. Can- 
non made a general statement as to 
the conditions of ‘the revenues. Tae 
Secretary of the Treasury, in October 
last. Mr. Cannon said, had estimated 
the deficiency of the revenues for the 
fiscal year ending July 1, 1899, to be 
$112,000,900, or a monthly average of 
$9,333,000. In his judgment, in the light 
of the receipts and expenditures for the 
first seven months thus estimated, the 
deficiency was much too low. The actual 
deficiency up to February 1, 1899. was 
$91,151,000, an average of $13,307,000 per 
month. At this rate the deficiency for 
the fiscal vear would be $159,000,000. 
But this would not include the $20,- 
000,000 provided by the bill to carry 
out the provision of the Paris treaty. 
The cash halance’ in the treasury on 
February 1, including the $100,000.000 
gold reserve, was $274,000,090. Two 
hundred millions of that had been put 
into the revenues by the war loan. De- 
ducting the monthly estimated de- 
ficiency for the next five months, there 
would, he said, be in the treasury, July 
1, $208,000,000. This was a conserva- 
tive estimate. There would be there- 
fore $108,000,000 to meet the ordinary 
expenses of the government on that 
date. - These figures, he continued, 
took no account of the sinking fund. 
To care for it would require $53,000,000 
additional. 

As Mr. Cannon wroceeded the most 
intense interest was manifested in his 
statement. The Secretary of the Treas-’ 
ury estimated the expenditures for the 
next fiscal year. exclusive of the sink- 
ing fund, he said, at $641,000,000, and 
the revenues at $610,000,000, or a de- 
ficiency of $31,000,000. Yet, Mr. Cannon 
continued, Secretary Gage could not 
possibly have foreseen in his estimates 
for 1900 the changed conditions which 
followed the negotiation of the peace 
treaty, the expenditures which neces- 
sarily follow our occupation of the 
Philippines, and the obligations which 
we assumed in the peace treaty to dis- 
charge the claims against Spain, which 
claims he understood, already reached 
$25.000.000. Neither did the Secretary’s 
estimate, he said, take into considera- 


.tion the increase of the navy. It esti- 
“mated only of the ordinary maintenamce 


of the navy. But the Naval Commit- 
tee would report in its bill provision 
for from twelve to fifteen battleships 
and cruisers. 

“Do you take into account in your 
estimate,"’ interrupted Mr. Dockery 
(Dem.,) of Missouri, “the Hanna-Payne 
Subsidy Bill?’ 

Mr. Cannon replied that he did not 
include in his calculation of a defi- 
ciency of $159,000,000 either the legisla- 
tion for an efficient merchant: marine 
or the construction of the Nicaragua 
Canal. He favored the regenration of 
the merchant marine [applause] and 
the construction of the Nicaragua Ca- 
nal. [Republican applause.} “But,” 
he added, with great emphasis, “I am 
not willing to enter upon either of 
these great enterprises until we have 
given them full and proper considera- 
tion, and we have provided the revenue 
to meet these expenditures. I insist 
that there shall go hand in hand with 
legislation for these projects the legis- 
lation necessary to provide the reve- 
nues to meet their cost.” 

Mr. Cannon proceeded to point out 
that all the time for the remaining 
three weeks of the session would be oc- 
cupied and that there would be no 
time to give these measures the intelli- 
gent and proper consideration they 
should have. The whole house was 
aroused by the statement. 

Mr. Grosvenor (Rep.) of Ohio wanted 
to know whether Mr. Cannon assumed 
that one of the great cammittees of the 
House (the Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce Committee,) had been idle 
or derelict in its duty. It was prepared 
to enlighten the House on the subject 
of the canal. 

Mr. Cannon insisted that nothing he 
had said reflected upon that committee. 

Mr. Hepburn, chairman of the com- 
mittee on Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce, asked Mr. Cannon to be more 
explicit. . Coming from him, a state- 
ment meant a great deal. He de- 
manded to know whether Mr. Cannon 
was to be understood as saying that 
no opportunity was to be given for the 
aeearetion of the Nicaragua Canal 

Mr. Cannon disclaimed any purpose 
of speaking for any one but himself. 

“I am one member,” said he. at | 
speak only for myself. I voice only 
my own opinion. I do not reflect the 
sentiment of others, but I do say can- 
didly upon my own responsibility, that 
it is absolutely impossible in the time 
remaining for us.to intelligently con- 
sider either of these bills.” 

At the same time Mr. Cannon pro- 
— his friendship for the canal pro- 

ect, 

William Alden Smith (Rep.) of Michi- 
gan, with some display of heat, in- 
sisted that the canal should be con- 
structed, even if posterity had to be 
mortgaged to do so. 

But Mr. Cannon replied that he 
could not be swept off his feet. Im- 
mature, ill-considered legislation now, 
he declared, might embarrass the great 
work in the future rather than ad- 
vance it. 

Mr. Smith protested against foreclos- 
ure of opportunity to act upon the bill, 
but Mr. Cannon reiterated his state- 
ment as to the impossibility of doing it 
justice in the time remaining. 

“TI favor the construction of the ca- 
nal,’’ said Mr. Smith, “even if we have 
to issue bonds and mortgages in the 
future. 

“It is well enough to talk glittering 
generalities in an after-dinner speech,” 
retorted Mr. Cannon,, “but when we 
enter upon practical legislation, we 
must dot our i's and cross our t’s. The 
Canal Bill cannot properly be con- 
sidered during the next three. weeks. 
When you or anybody else can tell me 
what the cost of this enterprise will 
be,” said he, turning angrily upon Mr. 
Smith, “and tell me when we can get 
title to the territory and arrange the 
means to pay for the canal, I will join 
hands with you.” 

“In view of the deficiencies in the 
revenue which the gentleman has 
pointed out,” interposed Mr. Lewis 
(Dem.) of Washington, ‘‘does he antic- 
ipate an early issue of bonds?” 


“We can support the navy, army and

CONSOLIDATIONS CAUSE WORRY 


Rush in the Iron and Steel Trades 
Unprecedcnted. 
[A. P. BARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 9.—The Iron Age 
in its weekly review will say that the 
iron trade is in a turmoil over the re- 
ports of further developments in the 
consolidation of steel interests, and 
that a moderate basis of fact has 
served as the foundation for a wonder- 
ful superstructure of fiction. The con- 
solidation of the leading producers of 
soft steel outside of the Chicago and 
Pittsburg districts has made such 
headway that the principal features of 
the new national steel company are 
pretty well settled. There is some un- 
certainty as yet about the Oliver and 
coke interests which seem fundamental 
for the new enterprise. 

There can be little doubt that very 
comprehensive plans as to the control 
of the steel trade are under considera- 
tion, but the probabilities are that the 
leading Pittsburg interest will not be 
included in any consolidation. Even 
without any. such accession to their 
ranks, the steel trade of the central 
west is now concentrated in very fey 
hands, while some lines of finished prod- 
«cts, like steel rails, tin plate and wire, 
are under complete control. The billet 
market is now restricted to companies 
which may be numbered on the fingers 
of one’s hands. 

The rush for material continues in all 
quarters.and prices are advancing ex- 
cept in isolated cases, like in hoops, in 
which a Standard Oil contract -.for 
about 3000 tons was taken at a very low 
figure. 

Bessemer pig and gray forge have 
advanced in the central west to $11 for 
the former, and 10.25 for the latter, un- 
der moderate sales. In the East Phil- 
adelphia notes a further advance of 25 
cents on foundry irons. The billet 
market is strong but is naturally much 
unsettled as‘to prices by the consolida- 
tion movement. Steel rails have been 
advanced to $20 by the Chicago and 
Pittsburglf concerns while the eastern 
mills are now quoting $20. There have 
been some sales, among them being one 
lot of 10,000 tons for Nova Scotia under 
somewhat peculiar circumstances. 

Additional tonnage is pressing on the 
plate market, which is overloaded with 
work, east and west. A Chicago con- 
sumer has been endeavoring to pur- 
chase a lot of 1000 tons from eastern 
mills. In the wire trade further ad- 
vances have been made, nails and wire 
being put up $2 a ton, and barb wire $3 
per ton. We understand that the lead- 
ing company has recently taken some 
very large orders for export, among 
them a record breaker for South Africa. 

The tube and pipe consolidation is re- 
ported to have met some obstacles, 
both in Pittsburgh and among the 
eastern holders. of one of the large 
plants. The cast iron pipe company 
embraces the leading southern and 
western works, but only includes one 
of the large eastern mills. 

In the metal trade, copper has con- 
tinued to soar. and is now close to the 
prices made in the time of the Scran- 
ton syndicate. It has not declined 
from its highest point. Lead, after a 
further rise, has had a moderate re- 
action. Spelter is again advancing to- 
ward second figures. 


MOVED FURTHER UP. 


Iron Trade Nearing the Line That 
is Considered Uneafe. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


CLEVELAND (O.,) Feb. 9.—The Iron 
Trade Review says that the iron trade 
has moved further up in the past week 
and is coming close to the tine that in 
the minds of many leaders may not 
be crossed with safety. There is not 
the same conservatism in all quarters 
that has been shown in advancing 
ore and coke or even Bessemer pig 
iron, and this fact, together with the 
control of intermediate products, al- 
ready exercised in some cases and 
aimed at by pending negotiations in 
others, presents some possibilities of 
complications .later. 

“The consolidation of Bessemer and 
open-hearth steel plants in the Cen-~ 
tral West is approaching completion. 
The National Steel Company is the cor- 
porate name and there will be $50;000,- 
000 of the preferred and common stock, 

Plated demand is out of all pr por 
tion of the ability of the countrys 
present capacity and prices are deter- 
mined by the urgency of each individ- 
ual want. Bridge and ship-yard work 
continues on an immense scale. Struc- 
tural mills are probably in better shape 
to make deliveries than those in any: 
other line. The cast-iron pipe, consoli- 
dation is practically completed, as is 
that of leading car works.

IS NOT A WHITEWASH 


WAR INQUIRY COMMISSION’S 
LABORS ENDED. 


Report Handed to the President and 
the Body Declared to Be 
Dissolved. 


WAR ADMINISTRATION UPHELD 


GEN. MILES’S STATEMENTS TO BE 
INVESTIGATED NEXT. 


Court of Inquiry Appointed by 
the President to Investigate 
the Meat Question 
Thoroughly. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.]} 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—The report 
of the War Investigating Commission 
is in the hands of the President and 
the commission is dissolved. 

All of the members of the commis- 
sion, including the secretary, Mr. 
Weightman, and the recorder, Col. Da- 
vis met by appointment at the White 
House at 4:15 o’clock this afternoon 
and were at once shown into the Cab- 
inet room, where they were received 
by the President. Gen. Dodge, the 
chairman of the commission, pre- 
sented the report and in receiving it 
the President congratulated the com- 


missioners on the completion of their 
task. 


In speaking of the report today, a 


a member of the commission 
said: 


“The report does not whitewash. It 
criticises, but not persons or things 
not warranted by the evidence before 
us. We started out with the assump- 
tion that the conduct of the war was 
all right and then we went ahead to 
hear and call witnesses who said that 
it was not. The report represents the 
honest opinion of every member of the 
commission. We avere unanimous in 
adopting it. I say this, and I am of 
the opposite political faith and don’t 
expect and don’t want anything from 
the administration. 

“The President never saw a line of 
our report before he received it offi- 
cially—not a single word. Nor, indeed, 
has he ever talked with any. of the 
commission about it. 

“He has never in any way, by word 
or action or messenger, evidenced a 
wish to have us develop anything but 
the truth or even touched upon the 
matter of our work. 

“Of course, there were some evils, 
but they were to be expected. The 
soldiers in the civil war never had 
hospitals or medical attendance as good 
as were given them in the war with 
Spain. And their army ration then was 
not as eatable as it is now. The men 
who complained the most of the food 
we found very generally the militia- 
men from the interior of States and 
who had been allowed $2 r head for 
subsistence stores while they were in 
State camps. When they went into the 
active fighting they expected the same 
sort of thing. 

“In questioning these men, nearly all 
confessed to us that they had always 
received the army ration. They had 
no right to expect any more.” 

REFLECTIONS ON MILES. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—The report 
may be in the hands of the President 
several days before being given offi- 
cial promulgation, to enable full con- 
sideration of the document. It con- 
sists of between 60,000 and 65,000 words. 
The general scope of the report was 
sent out last night, and renewed at- 
tention was called today to the fact 
then pointed out that there were only 
two witnesses who made charges 
against the government in the beef 
issue. It is pointed out that there 
were numerous allegations made and 
many attacks in the public prints, but 
that when those making the attacks 
and charges were Called on to appear 
before the commission with their 
statements under oath or otherwise 
substantiate them, they failed either to 
appear or furnish proof of what they 
had said. It is insisted that all the 
men who had made any charges were 
offered the fullest opportunity to be 
heard, and their statements given full 
consideration, and that every effort 
has been made to probe the truth in 
whatever matters had come up before 
their body. 

The Eagan incident is passed over 
without material mention, in view of 
Gen. Eagan’s revision of the state- 
ment that he originally made to them. 

The report avoids all questions otf 
the strategy of waft, that being a mat- 
ter regarded as outside the functions of 
the commission. 

The references to Gen. Miles com- 
manding the army are devoted mainly 
to strictures on his course with refer- 
ence to the beef as covered in his 
testimony. In this connection the 
main point made, it is understood, is 
as to Gen. Miles failure to take prompt 
action in reporting on the beef instead 
of waiting a long period before com- 
municating the facts to the department 
and meantime with the information he 
gave in his possession and his judg- 
ment on the beef supplies made up, 
permitting beef he also vigorously con- 
demned to be used to the army. The 
fact that he was the only witness fail- 
ing to testify upon oath is referred to. 


MEAT INQUIRY NEXT. 


Court of Inquiry to Investigate Gen, 
Miles’s Charges.

The court of inquiry, it is said by 
persons versed in military jurispru- 
dence, will be unique in that it will be 
directed in its investigations against a 
state of affairs, and not against a per- 
san, for although Gen. Miles is namea 
as the author of certain allegations in 
the formal order, it ig these allegations 
and not Gen. Miles that are the subject 
of inquiry. The only regulation the 
army menual bearing on courts of in- 
quiry provides is that they may be ap- 
pointed to inquire into any allegation 
against the conduct of an officer or 
an enlisted man, but nothing is said 
about an inquiry into a state of things. 
It is to be assumed, of course, that the 
President has thoroughly satisfied 
himegelf as to the legality of this or- 
der before issuing it. 

Inasmuch as the court of inquiry 
will have to take up the whole subject 
of the meat furnished to the army and 
ascertain the exact state of this meat 
as it left the packers’ hands, as well 
as look into the preliminary operations 
of slaughtering, packing and canning 
and refrigerating, a good deal of time 
porbably will be consumed in the in- 

uiry. 

‘5 The administration takes the position 
that these charges as to the character 
of the meat supply shall be thoroughly 
sifted, and if wrong has been done, that 
it shall be corrected. 


NO REWARD FOR MILES. 


Military Board Cannot Find Author. 
ity to Brevet. ;

Should Congress desire to recognize 
the services of Gen. Miles, it can pass 
a resolution, authorizing the President 
to grant him the brevettof lieutenant- 
general. Friends of Gen. Miles may try 
to get such a measure through. 

Some comment has been occasioned in 
army circles hy the failure of the 
War Department to consult with Gen. 
Miles respecting the operations in the 
Philippines. It is stated by the offi- 
cials that Gen. Otis has the situa- 
tion fully in hand, and that it is un- 
necessary to hamper him with instruc- 
tions of any kind. :

These facts should be taken into con- 
sideration by the people of Los An- 
geles when they talk about breaking 
the deadlock. What influences control 
the county that it stands aloof from the 
rest of Southern California, even while 
demanding a Southern California Sena- 
tor, which it is within its power .to 
elect? Let people who have some in- 
terests outside of office-holding wake 
up on this subject. 
SALARY SCHEDULE. 

The salary schedule ‘is causing 
trouble to the Los Angeles delegation, 
the members of which are now con- 
fronted by a petition signed by about 
130 prominent firms and _ individuals 
in Los Angeles city opposing a re- 
As in the case of 
most schemes of any consequence 
gotten up in the City of the Angels, the 
Chamber of Commerce is dragged into 
it. The printed head of the petition 
states among other things, that mem- 
bers of ‘the Chamber of Commerce pro- 
test against the proposed cut, be- 
cause “‘we believe that it is to the 
public advantage to pay fair salaries, 
and it is not economy to pay poor 
ones.”” This petition is signed by ten 
banks, ten lumber firms and a miscel- 
laneous lot of manufacturers and 
wholesalers, as well as by Motley 
Flint, postoffice inspector; Chief of 
Police Glass, and others. They 
probably know all about the burdens 
of the tax-payers, or they would not 
pretend to interfere with the plank in 
the Republican county platform, 
which, though this may seem strange 
to these subscribers, is supposed to 
represent the views of the people. 

That this petition is sent to  As- 
semblyman Miller instead of to the 
head of<the. delegation does not speak 
of much confidence in the petitioners’ 
ability to pull over (other members of 
the delegation, and in fact, while the 
petition is treated with respect, it is 
not likely to cut much ice. 

Three of the banks signing the peti- 
tion must have turned tail, for when 
the subject of salary reductions was 
broached to them by an active member 
of the delegation prior to his departure 
for Sacramento, they endorsed it and 
told him to “go ahead and fight it out.” 

Recorder Wade in his letter to Miller 
forwarding the petition, says they (the 
officials) are making the fight for their 
salaries because they believe they_are 
entitled to receive them unchanged 
during their term of office. ‘How to re- 
concile this statement with the under- 
standing had at the county convention 
is a problem which the people of Los 
Angeles and Ed Meserve may solve. 

Senator Currier is indignant that 
some of the delegation suspected him 
of a desire to change the schedule. He 
declares he never entertained such a 
thought, though he says a change 
might reasonably be made in one or 
two instances. But to raise all sala- 
ries now. he declares, would put the 
delegation in a false position. 

CABLEGRAM TO MANILA. 

The Senate today adopted a concur- 

rent resolution by Senator Davis call- 


-. ing@sfor the sending of a cablegram to 


our boys engaged in the recent battle 


with the Filipinos, reading as follows: 


“Well done, Californians.” When it 
was read in the Housee, Melick moved 
its immediate adoption.

Meserve received a bill from South- 
ern California which was introduced 
today, giving irrigation districts au- 
thority to disorganize under’ certain 
conditions, and under agreement with 
creditors. This bill is practically a 
supplement of the bill by Capt. Milice 
of Riverside, repealing the Wright Ir- 
rigation Law. 

Greenwell of Ventura will. withdraw 
the bill defining and punishing tibel 
which was handed to him to introduce. 
He had no interest in the bill, and 
when papers of his county were sent 
to him opposing it, he decided to with- 
draw it. It came up today on second 


reading, but he had it passed on the 
file. 


SKILLED OFFICIALS. 

Johnson’s bill requiring public offi- 
cials to be skilled in their duties, and 
to attend to them solely within office 
hours, was refused second reading this 
afternoon, but Dibble got the Assembly 
to change its mind. The bill was at- 
tacked by the Los Angeles delegates, 
both as to its wording and to ideas it 
contains. Mead wanted to know who 
was to judge whether an official was 
skilled or not, and who was to remove 
him, as no authorities were named in 
the bill, and Conrey suggested that it 
could not apply to elective officers. 
Valentine wanted the word “solely” 
stricken out, for as the bill was printed 
it would leave officials no time to at- 
tend to anything else, which might be 


a hardship where small offices and sal- | 


aries were involved. Clough raised a 
laugh by moving that the Assembly 
and attachés be exempted from its pro- 
visions, and so much fun was had with 
the bill that Johnson was in despair. 
It will probably pass as amended, but 
the original idea is somewhat changed. 

NO MILBAGE FOR MEMBERS. 

Cowan (Dem.) of Sonoma county toe. 
day introduced a bill doing away with 
mileage for members. They shall only 
be allowed actual traveilng expenses 
in attending the Legislature, and only 
then upon affidavit. He also introduced 
a bill requiring all State officials to 
maintain their offices at Sacramento, 
except such whose offices are located 
by law in San Francisco, provided that 
the Supreme Court may have offices in 
Los Angeles. 

Dibble made a very sweeping state- 
ment today when he said about four 
hundred bills before the Legislature 
would be thrown out on account of the 
decision of the Supreme Court that, 
according to the amendment to section 
6 of Article XI of the State Constitution, 
the Legislature has no power to pass 
a bill affecting municipalities governed 
by charters framed by freeholders. On 
his representation, a bill by Wardell of 
San Francisco: was’ refused second 


‘reading, though it was inoperative on 


other grounds. 

MONEY FOR PRINTING. 
*Valentine is rushing through a bill 
to give the State Printing Office $75,- 
000 to support itself until July 1. He 
says the money is greatly needed. 

Morris M. Estee arrived tonight. 

Assemblyman Knowland’s letter de- 
claring he cannot support Grant, but 
will leave Barnes to vote for any third 
men who can be elected by Burns and

DEADLOCK CONTINUES. 


No Senator Likely to Be Elected at 
This Session. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 9.—The Sena- 
torial deadlock continues, today’s vote 
showing no change in the situation. 
The impression is becoming widespread 
that no United States Senator will be 
elected this session. The 
point out that so long as Grant and 
Burns remain in the fight there can be 
no election, and neither shows any 
indication of getting out. 


The ballot taken today shows no 
change in the Republican vote, al- 
though the Democratic vote is begin- 
ning to scatter.

After the ballot had been taken, Dib- 
ble moved to adjourn, which motion 
ae carried practically without opposi- 
tion. 

THE CASE OF GREEN. 

Political interest centers on Milton J. 
Green, the sick man from San Fran- 
cisco, who, previous to his refusing to 
answer questions put-to him by the 
special Investigating Committee and his 
accompanying illness, had managed 
Grant’s Senatorial campaign. A com- 
mittee of three Assemblymen, accom- 
panied by a physician, waited upon 
Green today, and examined him as to 
his actual physical condition. They 
found that Green is ill, indeed, and so 
reported to the Assembly. The report 
of the physician to the committee and 
the committee’s report which embodied 
it, were ordered printed in the journal, 
to be considered when the Green con- 
tempt proceedings come up as a special] 
order tomorrow afternoon. 

LEGISLATIVE ROUTINE. 

The two branches of the Legislature 
have spent a rather dull and uninter- 
esting day, the greater part of it being 
devoted to the second reading and 
amendment of bills. Few measures 
were passed, by either house. 

The Senate passed the following: 

Assembly Bill, No. 293, introduced by 
Cobb, an act providing “or the furnish- 
ing by the clerk of the Supreme Court 
of the offices of the clerk of the Su- 
preme Court, and making an appro- 
priation therefor. ‘ 

Assembly Bill, No. 121, introduced by 
Wardell, an act to amend an act en- 
titled “An act to establish a Political 
Code,”” approved March 12, 1872, by 
amending section 2460 of said Political 
Code, relating to pilots, pilot commis- 
sioners and pilotage. 

Assembly Bill, No. 2, introduced by 
Johnson: An act to provide for the 
construction of a sewerage system at 
the State Prison at Folsom and to make 
an appropriation therefor. 

These bills have now passed both 
houses and only await the Governor's 
signture to be made laws. 

The Senate also passed the commit- 


tee’s substitute for Senate bills 58 and 


194, amending the township and county 
government act of 1897.

ASSEMBLY PROCEEDINGS. 
In the Assembly this morning a res- 
olution was adopted allowing the sten- 


ographer of the special Investigating 
Committee $711.30 for his services. He 
worked fourteen days. 

Wade presented a petition from the 
Napa Grange, No. 307, Patrons of Hus- 
bandry, asking for a cutting down of 
the expenses of State government. 
The petitioners give it as their opinion 
that $500,000 could be saved if the 
Legislature would take the proper steps 
to cut.off needless expense of State 
governments. 

On motion of Valentine of Los An- 
geles, this afternoon, the bill appropri- 
ating $75,000 for the support of the 
State Printing Office was taken up in 
the Assembly out of order and passed 
to third reading. It will be taken up 
in the Assembly for passage tomorrow. 

Valentine explained that the first 
$50,000 appropriated would be exhausted 
in tavo or three days and there would 
not be enough left then to settle the 
next pay roll. This amount had. been 
exhausted in printing the great num- 
ber of reports that had accumulated 
through the State Printing Office being 
closed. 

The object, he said, in hurrying 
through the appropriation of — $75,000 
was that the employés might not be 
compelled to wait for their money. 
This amount would keep the office go- 
ing until July 1. 

The Assembly voted to reconsider As- 
sembly Bill, No. 88, introduced by San- 
ford, to establish, rectify and confirm 
the northern boundary li 


between 
Mendocino and Trinity c ies as sur- 
veyed by 8S. H. Rice in 1891. The pill 


retains its place on the file. 

Senate Bill, No. 37, introduced by 
Senator Curtin, passed the Assembly. 
It only requires the signature of the 
Governor to make it a law, it having 
passed both houses. The bill makes 
an appropriation to pay the claim of 
F. P. Otis for costs of suit in foreclos- 
ing delinquent purchases of State 
school lands. 

The State Board of Examiners have 
under consideration claims aggregating 
over $60,000 presented by newspapers 
for publishing the constitutional 
amendments in 1898. It is understood 
that bv Saturday or Monday at the 
latest a bill will be introduced appro- 
priating money to pay such of these 
claims as have been found to be legiti- 
mate. 

On Monday the Legislature will be- 
gin to hold night sessions. A large 
number of bills now on the third read- 
ing file have been made a spécial or- 
der for that evening.

WONDERS IN TELEGRAPHY. 


Ohio Company Adopts a New System 
for Transmission. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


CLEVELAND (0O.,) Feb. 9.—The Cre- 
hoire-Squire Company, of this city, has 
been incorporated with a capital stock 
of $1,000,000 to conduct a telegraph 
business. ‘The promoters state they 
will adopt a system invented by 
Messrs. Crehoire and Squire, which will 
revolutionize telegraphy. : 

“We expect to put up wires througn- 
out the country,” said Col. Albert E. 
Squire, one of the inventors of the 
system, today, ‘and in a short time 
the present system will have become a 
thing of the past. Our invention is 
called the ‘Sign Wave’ system. We 
have sent as high as 4000 words per 
minute by the system. It was tested 
by the government about six months 
ago. 

“Over three thousand words were 
sent at that time. The receiving fn- 
strument prints the message out on 
paper.” 

It is said the invention will greatly 
expedite cable communication. 

Among the incorporators of the com- 
pany is Henry A. Garfield, eldest son 
of the late President Garfield. 


STRIKERS DO NOT YIELD. 


Overtures Made by the Officials are 
of No Avail.

COLON (Colombia,) Feb. 9.—The 
visit of the railroad officials to Panama 
has proven fruitless.

HEARING IN THE ADAMS POISON- 
ING CASE UNDERTAKEN. 


Cornish, Who Gave the Victim the 
Fatal Preparation, Tells His 
Story—He Drank of the Mixture 
and Felt Ill Later in the Day.

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. | 

NEW -YORK, Feb. 9.—Coroner Hart 
began today an inquest into the death 
of Mrs. Kate J. Adams, who died from 
poison on December 28. 

The most generally accepted theory 
has been,that some person or persons, 
with a secret to hide, attempted 
to dispose of those having ‘knowledge 
of the secret, and Henry C. Barnet, 
a former member of the Knicker- 
bocker Athletic Club, who died Novem- 
ber 10. fell a victim to poison 
sent him anonymously in the mail. 

Harry Cornish was the first witness 
at the inquest. Mr. Cornish told of 
receiving the bottle of medicine. and 
silver bottle-holder, at the Knicker- 
bocker Club on December 24, and of 
preserving the wrapper, and of, sub- 
sequently, taking the articles to the 
flat where he lived with Mrs. Adams 
and Mrs. Rogers. He narrated the 
circumstances leading to the prepara- 
tion of a dose of the drugs for Mrs. 
Adams, who, after drinking it, re- 
marked that it was very bitter. 

Cornish said that he drank what was 
left in the glass and said:. “That's 
all right.”’ Then he sat down to 
read. but was startied by the call from 
Mrs. Rogers, “Come and hold mamma.” 
He found Mrs. Adams apparently very 
ill in the bathroom. He hurried to 
the hall and sent a boy for a doctor, 
and then ran to a drug store for in- 
structions. The druggist gave him 
sweet spirits of ammonia for her. No 
doctor having arrived, Cornish ran for 
Dr. Hitchcock, and later at Dr. Hitch- 
cock’s request, fetched Dr. Potter. Mrs. 
Adams died, and the doctors told him 
the case must be reported to the Coro- 
ner. 

The witness said he went to Asst. 
Dist.-Atty.- McIntyre, his personal 
friend, and asked him to expedite the 
action of the Coroner. All this while, 
witness said, he was ill. He went to 
the club about 4 (Mrs. Adams's 
death occurred during the forenoon,) 
and there was taken ill. Dr. Philips 
gave him treatment for an hour, using 
a stomach pump. Witness could sug- 
gest no motive for the poisoning; he 
had had no quarrel with any one, and 
so far as he knew, had no enemies.

HAD NO QUARREL.

NEW YORK, Feb. 9.—Mr. Cornish 
said he never had a personal quarrel 
with any member of the Knickerbocker 
Athletic Club, but twice charges had 
been preferred against hi He was 
accused, he said, of saying things 
about two members of the club to a 
third member. The charges were 
made by C. C. Hughes and the names 
of the two members involved in the 
quarrel were Roland B. Molineaux and 
et. That was two years 
ago and the witness could not remem- 
ber further details. 

Mr, Cornish said he was employed by 
J. Herbert Ballantyne, president of 
the corporation that conducts’. the 
Knickerbocker Athletic Club. The cor- 
poration, said the witness, is the Pique 
Club Association. 

Mr. Cornish:was asked if he was ac- 
cused of saying that a member of the 
Knickerbocker Athletic Club was in 
the habit of sending women to a dis- 
orderly house kept by a Mrs. Stern on 
Forty-seventh street. He said he had 
heard it. He knew there was such a 
place and such a woman. He had vis- 
ited the house once. He denied again 
and again that there was any truth 
in the charges preferred against him. 
He said he understood that at a con- 
ference held after a dinner at the 
Union League Club, Mr. Molineaux had 
declared that he would leave. the 
Knickerbocker Athletic Club unless he 
ar was discharged from its em- 
ploy. 

Mr. Osborne’s cross-examination was 
merciless and Mr. Cornish got mixed 
up in his dates. First he said he knew 
nothing of the informal charges 
against him by Molineaux until after 
December 28 and then he said he knew 
of Molineaux’s statement just after 
the Unon League Club dinner. 

“Did you have any idea who sent 
box?” asked Mr. Osborne, sud- 

enly. 


“I have no idea; I was in no position 
to know.” 

“Did you not tell Capt. McCluskey,” 
reading from a typewriten statement, 
“it came over me in an instant when 
I thought of Molineaux—that’s just 
the fellow who sent that box to me.’ ” 

Cornish replied that that must have 
been his impression when he made the 
statement ‘to Mr. McCluskey. He 
could not think of any other man on 
earth with whom he had any kind of 
quarrel that could leave a feeling of 
vindictiveness. 

*Molineaux had tried to make him 
lose his position. When witness heard 
about the handwriting jt struck him 
that the writing on the wrappers was 
like the writing of Molineaux. He had 
not the original of the wrapper, but 
the fac simile in the newspapers re- 
minded him of Molinéaux’s writing. 
Adams was really the first man to put 
that thought into his mind. 

Cornish said he had heard that 
Molineaux, since he left the Knicker- 
bocker Club, had written a letter 
about him. 

Mr. Weeks produced a letter, 
Mr. Cornish re; it, and said it was 
the letter he fad referred to. The let- 
ter was written by Molineaux to W. W.

DEATH ENDS DESPAIR. 


QUICK SUCCESSION, 
a 


Act of a Prominent Attorney, Who 
Dies of Self-inflicted Wounds, is 
Emulated by a Love-maddened 
Woman, Who Kills Her Son and 
Then Ends Her Own Career. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


DENVER, Feb. 9.—Henry P. Rhodes, 
a prominent young attorney of this 
city, who, for eight years prior to 1897, 
was Deputy District Attorney here, died 
at St. Luke’s Hospital this morning as 
the result of wounds inflicted by him- 
self last Tuesday afternoon. 

At 10 o’clock tonight Mrs. Olga Lav- 
renius, a young Russian widow, who 
is understood to have been ¢he fiancée 
of Rhodes, shot and instantly killed 
her ten-year-old son and then sent a 
bullet through her own brain. 

The tragedies of Tuesday and to- 
night both occurred at the Arno, a 
fashionable hotel, where Rhodes and 
Mrs. Lavrenius both boarded for sev- 
eral months. 

The cause of Rhodes’s act is not 
known. He was a bright attorney, with 
good prospects and very popular. Tues- 
day afternoon he was found in his room 
by his friend, John S. Mosby, Jr., son 
of the famous Confederate general, rap- 
idly sinking from loss of blood, caused 
by a deep gash in each arm and leg. 
He was taken to St. Luke’s Hospital, 
where he lingered until this morning, 
+ ea always expressing a wish to 

e. 

Mrs. Lavrenius attended him at the 
hospital, until his death, which she re- 
garded with seeming composure. To- 
night, after her little son was asleep in 
his bed, she shot him through the head 
and then turned the weapon upon. her- 
self. 

Rhodes was a Kentuckian,  be- 
longing to one of the best famlies in 
that State. 

Mrs. Lavrenius was a beautiful wo- 
man, 33 years old, and highly accom- 
plished. She was a Nihilist, and with 
her husband, Was several years ago 
sentenced to life imprisonment in Si- 
beria. Five or six years ago, they were 
pardoned by the Czar, and came to this 
country, locating first in Chicago, but 
four years ago came to Denver, where 
Lavrenius became a student at the 
Denver Medical College. Two and a 
half years ago he died of Bright’s_d'‘s- 
ease. The couple is said to have be- 
longed to a wealthy family,.and al- 
ways received liberal remittances from 
Russia. 

It is believed by some of Rhodes’s 
friends that his suicide and that of the 
woman were the result of Nihilistic 
ideas with which the Jatter is said to 
have imbued the young attorney.

LEADVILLE (Colo.,) Feb. 9.—Noth- 
ing but the most heroic efforts on the 
part of the railroads entering Leadville 
will prevent the drawing of fires un- 
der smelter stacks and under 
the boilers of the mine pumps, that 
are forced to pump constantly. Draw- 
ing the fires would cost months of 
time and enormous sums of money. 
Seven cars of coal remain for the 
pumping association that is unwater- 
ing the downtown mines, and aside 
from this the bins of every coal dealer 
in the city are practically empty. A 
week of open track would be neces- 
sary to resupply Leadville with coal 
and coke, and even with the lines 
opened, and an assured supply, it 
would require this length of time to 
fully relieve the situation. Trains are 
moving on the Denver and Rio Grande, 
but should the storm continue, that 
road is liable to be again tied up. 
There has been a continuous storm, 
with a few short intermissions, in the 
vicinity of Leadville, for fifteen days. 

The supply of provisions is running 
short in Breckinridge and Kokomo, 
which are shut off from communication 
with the outside world by rail. In Ko- 
komo ham sells at $1 a pound, and 
other meats in proportion. There is 
no butter left in the town. 


COLDEST IN TWENTY-SEVEN 
YEARS.

The cold wave shows increased in- 
tensity in the central portions of the 
country.

The ferry- 
boat slips were under water, and pas- 
sengers had to wade for it. 

The storm played havoc with prop- 
erty along the Lynn and Swampscott 
shores. The exceptionally high tides 
swent away all buildings and demol- 
ished yachts and other small craft lying 
upon the shore at Kings Beach in 
Swampscott. 

At Lynn at high tide, the water went 
a considerable distance up New Wash- 
ington street, flooding the cellars of 
several residences, making car and foot 
traffic difficult. The sea demolished 
$5000 worth of stone breakwater on the 
water front. Down on Cape Cod, a 
howling northeast blizzard, such as 
prevailed last November on the awful 
night when the steamer Portland went 
down with all on board, raged all day. 

No wrecks have yet been reported, 
but great anxiety is felt for the safety 
of shipping, as it is believed the storm 
is even worse off shore in the track of 
vessels. The sea is tremendously high, 
and the roar of the waves could be 
heard distinctly on shore. None of the 
ships could be seen, and it was im- 
possible to learn whether the Pollock 
Rip lightship was holding to its moor- 
ings or not.

COLFAX, 9.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The reservoir, one-half mile 
above the stamp mill of the Big Dipper 
Gravel Mining Company’s stamp mill, 
near Iowa Hill, burst at 10 o’clock 
Wednesday night. 

The rush of water cafried with it 
death and destruction. The mill, which 
was used for crushing the cement and 
giavel was nearly destroyed. The 
blacksmith shop and changing room 
are a complete wreck. A portion of the 
débris from the mill is washed ashore 
at American River bridge, many miles 
below. 

The men who were sleeping at the 
hotel first heard the roar, but before 
the alarm could be given, the rushing 
waters were upon the mill, which is 
located at almost the lowest portion of 
New York Cafion. The night mill man, 
F. E. Vannewitz, gave the alarm and 
escaped unhurt. Joseph Farber and his 
companion, working on the rock- 
breaker, were engaged in building a 
fire in the changing-room. Ferber was 
caught in the wreck of the building, 
and his body was recovered yesterday 
some distance below the mill. A num- 
ber of Chinese were working in the 
gravel in the cafion. Five of them were 
swept to death. 

A huge shaft, weighing 1600 pounds, 
was carried three-quarters of a mile 
down the cafion. A miner in charge 
of a train of cars loaded with gravel, 
coming out, heard the roar of the water 
as he neared the mouth of the tunnel, 
which opens in the cafion near the mill. 
He unhooked his horses and com- 
menced a race for life with the water, 
which flowed back in the tunnel for 
nearly half a mile. 

The loss to the Big Dapper Gravel 
Mining Company will probably approx- 
miate $20,000. The accident will neces- 
sitate the closing of the mine until the 
mill can be rebuilt.

Some of the crew, led by Mr. Laprack, 
chief officer, were securing hatch covers 
and all movable fittings on the after 
deck, when a heavy sea broke on 
board, completely filling the after deck, 
and washing overboard the apprentice, 
officer and four sailors. é‘ 

Capt. Brady at once put abcut in 
search of the men, but couid not find 
them. Several eompanionways of the 
Kinshiu were carried away, besides 
large pieces of the bulwarks. 

Lord Beresford left Yokohama Jagu- 
ary 25 for San Francisco on the steamer 
American Maru. 

Chinese rebels recently raided Kueifu. 
Several hundred children under the 
care of Roman Catholics were seized 
and drowned. 

Later advices from Formosa state 
that the insurgents were finally re- 
pulsed at Choshusho by the Japanese 
guards, who recovered the city. About 
eighty insurgents were wounded.

VICTORIA (B. C.,) Feb. 9.—Advices 
from the Orient state that the Chinese 
rebels in Formosa are gaining strength 
and that many cities are being looted. 
About the middle of January a battle 
occurred between the Chinese insur- 
gents and the insurgent troops at 
Taipehfu. The engagement resulted in 
victory for the rebels who, after suc- 
ceeding by their flank movements in 
dodging the Japanese fire, and coming 
to close quarters, fought hand to hand 
for three hours. Hundreds were cut 
down, and when the Japanese were 
finally beaten back they left between 


350 and 400 dead on the field. The rebel 
loss did not reach 100. 

Advancing, after their victory, they 
captured Tzulan, about seven or eight. 
miles from Torpeh. The inhabitants 
were terrorized and there was a rush 
to Amoy for safety.

FOREIGN INFLUENCE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


BOSTON, Feb. 9.—The Globe this aft- 
ernoon prints a letter received in this 
city from First Lieut. Henry Murray,, 
quartermaster of the First South De- 
kota Volunteers, of Gen. Otis’s com- 
mand in the Philippines, which says 
that as far back as the middle of De- 
cember, Aguinaldo and his followers 
were being encouraged and aided by 
some outside sources, and that the 
opening of hostilities was expected by 
the United States troops. The letter 
which bears the date of December 16, 
says in part: 

“A couple of nights ago we ex- 
pected the insurgents to attack us, 
but it fell through, like most of their 
threats. Someone is working them up. 
One cannot tell the end. We are ready. 
The American croops are in no tem- 
per to stand any fooling. In Manila 
those that control do not want to lose 
power and sink into obscurity.” 


RALLYING AT MALABON, 


Aguinaldo’s Forces Preparing to 
Make One More Stand, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

MANILA, Feb. 10, 10 a.m.—The rebels 
have apparently selected Malabon as 
their base of operations in the next en- 
counter with the Americans, as they 
are concentrating in considerable force 
there and at Caloocan. Many small 
bodies of scattered troops are strag- 
gling in from the right and others are 
undoubtedly arriving from the north in- 
terior vrovinces. 

Aguinaldo is reported to have estab- 
lished headquarters at Malabon for the 
purpose of rallying his forces for a de- 
cisive blow. In order to cover their 
movements, the rebels again opened fir 
upon the Kansas outposts last nigh 
from the jungle. The firing was con- 
tinued for twenty minutes but without 
effect. The Americans reserved their 
fire until a detachment of the enemy 
emerged from the bamboos, when a 
well-directed volley made ¢he rebels 
scuttle back to their cover like rab- 
bits. Beyond this everything is quiet 
along the fire line. 

The Fourteenth Infantry has un- 
earthed several tons of Spanish shells 
which had evidently been stolen from 
the Cavite arsenal and cached by the 
rebels in the vicinity of Paranque. Fif- 
teencartloadsof them have been brought 
into the city as has also a modern 
naval gun and a part of its mount. 

There is no doubt that the gun was 
either stolen by the insurgents or re- 
moved from one of the sunken war- 
ship. 


AGONCILLO LYING Low, 


Aguinaldo’s Envoy Having a Quiet 
Time at Montreal. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
MONTREAL, Feb. 9.~Agoncillo, 
Marti and Luna, the Filipinos, are hav- 
ing a very quiet time of it at present. 
They have received several cablegrams 
and sent several, but the ones they 
are waiting for, those which are sup- 
posed to contain direct news from 
Aguinaldo, have not come. Agoncillo 
says he is as yet entirely unready to 

say what he will do. 

“At present,” he said, “we are in 
communication with seven different 
points by cable and wire, and there 
will be many more, for we cannot carry 
on a war like this without having 
agents all over. ‘We do not rely upon 
assistance from the Japanese for the 
present,”” he replied in answer to an 
inquiry, ‘““‘we have made no overtures 
to them, and they have not made any 
suggestions to us.”

ADMINISTRATION'S POLICY. 


Filipinos to Be Protected from 
Foreign Interference. 
fA. P. ZARLY MORNING REPORT.} 

CHICAGO, Feb. 9,-—.A special to the 
Times-Herald from Washington says 
that from a high official of the admin- 
istration have been learned some facts 
in connection with the policy which 
President McKinley intends, to put into 
force in the Philippines which show 
his earnest intention to establish in 
those islands a government of and by 
the natives, which shall be protected 
from foreign ittterferefice by this 
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succeeded in forming a government in 
Luzon which could have stood the 
test of operation, none would have 
been more gratified than the Presi- 
dent. 

Secretary Hay, near the close of his 
term as Ambassador to Great Britain, 
consulted with the British foreign offi- 
cials respecting the government of 
India, states that under the. British 
crown, as a result of his inquiry, it 
has been determined to accept the 
rule of the Sultan of the Sulu archi- 
pelago. Thus, self government will 
be accorded to a portion of the new 
colonial possessions from the begin- 
ning, and self government will like- 
wise be accorded to other sections of 
the territory, which are capable of 
exercising it. 

It camnet be stated, with definite- 
ness, that any action looking to the 
notification of the natives of the 
Philippines and Sulu archipelago, of 
the change of sovereignty will be made 
for the present. Rear Admiral Dewey 
will distribute the proclamation, which 
will be issued, but this action may not 
be taken until after full consideration 
of the entire Philippine situation by 
the commission of which Rear Admiral 
Dewey and Gen. Otis are members. 


ANDRE ON AGUINALDO,. 


Belgian Consul at Manila Says He 
is not the Leader. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
CHICAGO, Feb. 9.—Edward Cc. An- 
dre, Belgian Consul at Manila, passed 
through this city today en route to 
Washington from the Philippines. In 
an interview Mr. Andre said he had 
been much interested in reading the ac- 
counts of the battle with Aguinaldo’s 
forces and he was not surprised they 
had been defeated so easily by the 

American troops. 

The ultimate result of the revolution, 
he said, sould be the formation of a 
little military party among the Fili- 
pinos, but the greater part of the in- 
habitants of the islands would appre- 
ciate American rule all the more be- 
cause of Aguinaldo’s defeat. In Mr. 
Andre’s opinion Aguinaldo is nat the 
real leader of the insurgents. He be- 
lieves the little rebel is in the hande 
of other persons of greater intelligence. 

Mr. Andre is a strong supporter of 
the annexationists. He declares this 
is the only way to govern the Philip- 
pines. Mr. Andre came to this coun- 
try for the purpose of organizing a 
syndicate to establish railroads in the 
Philippines and will remain in the 
United States about a month.

How a2 Democratic Majority Passed 
a Resolution Congratulating Sen- 
ators Stewart and Olark. 


FOR A NEW NORMAL SCHOOL. 


PRESCOTT HOPES TO GET THE 
PENITENTIARY, 


Feminine Lobbyists for Female Suf- 
frage—Defeat of a Bullion Tax 
Bill—Utah is After Arizona 
Soil—Tax Exemption. 


PHOENIX (Ariz,) Feb. 8.—[{Regular 
Correspondence.] After many days the 
Legisiatufe of Arizona has placed the 
seal of its condemnation on “‘the crime 
of Mr. Adams of Jerome, the 
town where Senator-élect Clark has 
a@ nice mine, is ah industrious gentle- 
man. He has been trying for a fort- 
night or more to have the Legislature 
cbngratulate Clark. He couldn't make 
the scheme work, however, till he 
managed to convince the Democratic 
members that it was necessary to 
place Arizona on record on. the silver 
question. Thenceforward Mr. Adams 
had steady, even though difficult, 
progress toward his goal. After much 
amendment and a half-dozen journeys 
from house to house, the following was 
agreed upon, and by this time has 
been placed on the wires: 

“That the President of the Council 
and Speaker of the Assembly be in- 
structed to telegraph the following vo 
Hon. W. A. Clark of Montana, and 
Hon. William Stewart of Nevada: 
‘We, the representatives of the people 
of, Arizona, in Legislature assembled, 
believing in the money of the Constitu- 
tion, and realizing that your election 
to the United States Senate will be of 
great assistance in correcting the crime 
of '73 and returning to circulation gold 
and silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, do 
most heartily congratulate you on 
your election.’ 

CUSHING DIDN’T COUNT. 

The resolution passed both Houses 
strictly by the party vote. In the As- 
sembly filibustering was kept up by 
the minority for several hours. 


At 
one time it seemed as though the 
Democrats would be tired out. But 


the majority, in contempt of all parlia- 
ment procedure, boldly cut across 
lots and worked their will. 

Speaker Ashurst is a young man, 
but has a cool head. He usually 
keeps good control over the chamber. 
He stood without flinching a fire of 
cross motions, substitutes and amend- 
ments, and kept them all straight, till 
at last the  be-deviled Democrats 
moved ‘“‘the previous question.” The 
vote stood 13 to 10. e chair ruled 
the motion lost, because of lack of the 
two-thirds prescribed by the rules con- 
cerning the forcing of a vote. Then 
the Democrats, by a plain majority 
vote of 12 to 11, proceeded to over- 
rule the Speaker. Thus it was the 
resolution was passed. As a Repubili- 
can member expressed it: ‘““‘The Demo- 
had. perpetrated ‘the crime of 


BUTTERED THE SPEAKER. 

The legislators are very sensitive 
about newspaper criticism. They were 
wroth when the Phoenix Republican 
next morning charged Speaker Ash- 
urst with being ‘‘accessory to the fact,” 
in that he permitted an illegal vote. 
Next day, by formal resolution, unani- 
mously adopted, the speaker was thus 
purged of blame: 

“Whereas, a daily newspaper pub- 
lished in Phoenix, Ariz., towit, The 
Arizona Republican, in the issue of 
February 7, charged the 
speaker of the Assembly with a viola- 
tion of the rules of the House, and 
whereas the said criticism is unjust, 

‘“Reséived, that it is the sense of the 
House that the rulings of the Speaker 
have thus far been uniformly fair and 
impartial.”’ 

This is the way Arizona went for sil- 
ver. Several of the Republican mem- 
bers have expressed their intention of 
telegraphing Clark and Stewart a mi- 
nority report. 

Senator Clark is expected to visit 
Arizona within the month, and the leg- 
islators expect to give him greeting in 
person. 


A NORTHERN NORMAL. 


The citizens of Flagstaff believe they 
have settled the question of the dispo- 
sition of the ‘“‘reform school” building, 
near their town. In Phoenix they 
now have a strong lobby, headed by 
ex-United States Attorney Ellinwood 
and ex-Mayor Francis, pushing a bill 
for the utilization of the great sand- 
stone pile as a northern normal school. 
Money is on hand wherewith to finish 
and equip at least half the building for 
the use suggested. It is believed the 
school could be run advantageously in 
connection with the present admirable 
Normal at Tempe. The Flagstaff in- 
stitution best would flourish in mid- 
summer, when, all Southern Arizona’ 
teachers would be invited north into 
the shadow of the pines. 

PRISON REMOVAL. 

Moore of Yavapai county has given 
notice of a bill ‘‘to permanently lo- 
cate the Territorial penitentiary.’’ This 
is a proposition to move the prison 
from Yuma to Prescott. This same bill 
has been before the past two Legisla- 
tures. Four years ago it would have 
passed had it not been for the shrewd- 
nessof Carpenter of Yuma, then speaker 
of the Assembly. The bill had a clear 
majority when it came up the last night 
of the session, but Carpenter so man- 
aged as to delay action till the mid- 
night hour had passed. This year 
there is to be another determined strug- 
gle. The Prescott people offer a free 
site and to pay much of the expense of 
removal. They claim that Yuma is 
too hot, that the prisoners now have 
nothing to do, that mileage charges 
to the southwestern part of the Ter- 
ritory are too heavy a tax on most the 
counties, and lastly that the position of 
the penitentiary on the California bor- 
der secures to Los Angeles. merchants 
the contracts for prison supplies that 
would otherwise be keptrin Arizona. 
There is an element of railway com- 
petition in the matter, too. The South- 
eri Pacific is for Yuma, naturally, and 
the Santa Fé for Prescott. The bal- 
ance of power appears to lie with the 
représentatives of Maricopa county. 
Yavapai has sharp friends, but Carpen- 
ter of Yuma iS in the council and has 
a clever colleague in the Assembly.

One House usually passes the 
bill, after assurance received that the 
other body will kill it. Once both 
houses passed it, and the Governor in 
office was more than anxious to attach 
his signature. But the legislators took 
a recess long enough to receive the 
tearful thanks of the petticoated iobhy- 
iets. When the women had gone to 
spread the good news and to telegraph 
Susan B. Anthony, the council recon- 
vened, recalled’ the bill and killed it 
verv dead deed. This year Gov. 
Murphy has expressed himself in favor 
of female emancipation and the Wom- 
an's Christian Temperance Union, lo- 
cal and national, has hopes. Mrs. Car- 
rie Chapman Catt, president, and Mrs. 
Mary G. Hay, secretary, of the cam- 
pai committee of the National Equal 
Suffrage Association, have come to 
Arizona to assist. This afternoon Mrs. 
Catt was gallantly given the privilege 
of the Assembly floor, where she ad- 
dressed both houses of the Legislature, 
as well as the lobbyfull of feminine as- 
pirants for the ballot. 


A NO-MAN’S LAND. 


Another request is to be made by 
the Utah Legislature for the assent 
of Arizona to the cession to Utah of 
the pleateu region lying north of the 
Grand Cafion of the Colorado. Two 
years ago Utah sent a couple of am- 
bassadors to Phoenix. They were cor- 
dially received and given courteous 
hearing, but not a vote was cast in fa- 
vor of their proposition. Their conten- 
tion was that the cafion practically 
cuts off all communication between 
the main portion of Arizona and the 
northern cafion region; that Arizona’s 
tax collections there are insignificant; 
that Arizona cannot maintain the peace 
in the district and that it has thus be- 
come a very haven of refuge for male- 
factors from. Utah;. that the cattle 
grazing within it até all owned by citi- 
zens of Utah, etc. The Arizonans of- 
fered no argument in rebuttal. They 
simply said that not an acre of Ari- 
zona’s soil could be parted with. Utah 
offers in part payment that portion of 
her lying south of the Rio 
San Juan, but even this trade seems 
to help matters not a bit. 

BULLION TAX DEFEATED. 


It looks as though the miners have 
a clear majority in the Assembly. The 
first Bullion Tax Bill is dead already, 
and Was accompanied to its burial by 
the bills regulating the hours of labor 
in underground mines and creating a 
mine inspector. All these bills had 
been introduced by Sanders of Yavapai. 
They were called out of the Mining 
Committee on a motion of Adams, sup- 
ported by majority vote. Then they 
were smashed by a vote of 13 to 1i. 
The bullion tax in many ways has been 
considered the most important mea- 
sure before the slature. The de- 
cease of Sanders’s bill does not clear 
the field, for other bills to the same ef- 
0d are to be pushed later in the gses- 

Speaker Ashurst has two? bills es- 
pecially in hand. One is the Northern 
Normal School Bill; the other is a 
measure that has been passed in each 
of the three preceding legislatures. It 
provides for the exemption from taxa- 
tion for fifteen years of all railroads 
that shall commence construction 
within six months after the passage 
of the act. Two years ago thirty ex- 
emption claims were filed with the 
Secretary as a result of the bill. Of 
the thirty roads about three. material- 
ized. Ashurst’s version of the popular 
measure has a clause continuing ex- 
emption till the railroad’s income shall 
exceed 5 per cent. on the cost of con- 
struction. 

The General Vaccination Bill intro- 
duced by Williams, applies only to 
school children, It provides that free 
vaccine virlis shall be furnished by the 
trustees to all whose parents are un- 
able to pay for vaccination. The -bill 
excludes from schooling’*all children 
who have not been “successfully” vac- 
cinated, unless it can be shown that 
vaccine virus is powerless against 


them.

NEARLY SETTLED. 


The L.A.W. Wresties With the Rac-| 


ing Problem. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

PROVIDENCE (R. L,) Feb. 9.—The 
great question of continued control of 
racing by the League of Anierican 
Wheelmen came very nearly berg set- 
tled in short order and without debate 
at the meeting today. On'y an act of 
courtesy on the part ef cone or two 
delegates who are’strongly opposed to 
the giving up of racing allowed thre 
matter to stand and gave the édve- 
cates of the proposed amendment to the 
constitution an opportunity to discuss 
the matter which they will do in the 
morning. The question came suddenly 
upon the meeting and before three- 


quarters of those present realized 
it, the previous question on the 
motion to reject the amend- 


ments had been made and carried 
and the delegates were brought face 
to face with the main question without 
hearing a single speech for or against 
racing. The advocates of the amend- 
ment pleaded hard for delay, and a 
chance to debate, and after a while, 
knowing their superiority as far as 
numbers were concerned and the cer- 
tainty of ultimate victory, the oppon- 
ents yielded, and tomorrow the league 
will spend the day in discussing the 
whole matter. There is not the 
slightest doubt that the league will 
have charge of the racing next year, 
for all the opponents of the new 
amendments have to gather is seventy- 
four votes, and today’s meeting with 
the West solid in favor of racing, 
shows that there are nearly ninety 
negative votes, which leaves the advo- 
cacy less than the requisite two- 
thirds. 

The first business of the assembly at 
the afternoon session was the Hconsid- 


| eration of the report of the Executive 


Committee on the question of turning 
over the control of racing to some 
other body. The committee reported 
that it was of the opinion that no 
other body or organization existed in 
the country in whose hands the con- 
trol of racing could be placed at this 
time. and the committee unanimously 
recommended that no transfer he 
made.

ANOTHER PROPOSED COMMISSION. 

A copy has been received of a Dill 
authorizing the appointment of a 
Commissioner of Immigration, to co- 
operate with the director of the United 
States Geological Survey, in surveys 
and estimates of cost of reservoirs for 
storing flood waters for irrigation, 
mining and industrial purposes. 

The bill provides that the commis- 

‘sloner shall receive no salary, but the 
sum of $10,000 is appropriated, to be 
paid by the treasurer upon vouchers 
prepared, and certified by the Commis- 
sioner of Irrigation and the director 
of the United States Geological Sur- 
vey, or his representative. It is pro- 
posed that during the progress of fleld 
work the United States Geological Sur- 
vey shall pay the salaries of the per- 
employed, while the traveling 
subsistence and field expenses shall be 
paid by the State of California for the 
same time. 

For office work in completing the 
maps, estimates and rts, the sal- 
aries are to be divided/ between the 
two parties in such way as to equalize 
the total expenditures for the year be- 
tween the State of California and the 
United States. 

There can be no question of the im- 
portance and desirability of a careful 
survey of the arid lands for the pur- 
pose of taking steps to irrigate the 
same, through the Federal govern- 
ment. Tuer TIMES has devoted many 
columns to this important subject, and 
hopes to see it taken up in earnest. 
In regard to the bill referred to, it 
would, however, be well to consider 
whether this is the best way in which 
to accomplish the object sought for— 
that is to say, of co-operation between 
California and the United States. It 
must be admitted that the people of 
California are somewhat surfeited with 
commissions, so that even when it is 
proposed to appoint a commissioner 
without a salary, there will be many 
who will hesitate about the propriety 
of such a step. Then, again, the ex- 
perience gained by Californians as to 
the dangers of water legislation 
through the Wright act has taught 
them to be very careful in such mat- 
ters. 

We do not claim that there is an 
“bug” in this bill, but we do claim 
that, owing to the great importance of 
the subject, too much care cannot be 
exercised in providing for a right 
start. |

BUREAU OF CHILD STUDY. 
Senator Boyce of Santa Barbara 
county recently introduced a bill to 
create a “bureau of child study,” de- 
fining its duties, and providing for 
physical examinations and the classi- 
fication of pupils in accordance with 
the results of such examinations. The 
plan proposed by this bill is some- 
thing of a new departure in educa- 
tional methods, but the measure con- 
tains some features that are unmistak- 
ably good, though the practical value 
of the plan in its ehtirety has yet to 
be demonstrated. Section 1 provides 
for the appointment and organization 
of the bureau, and is as follows: 


“Section 1. The Governor is hereby 
authorized and empowered to appoint 
two qualified persons for a term of 
four years, and until their successors 
are appointed and qualified. One of 
(said persons shall be qualified in the 
theory and practice of medicine. With- 
in ten days after their appointment as 
aforesaid they shall meet. with the su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction at 
Sacramento. The said Superintendent 
of Public Instruction shall be ex-officio 
chairman, and shall designate one of 
their number as secretary. Said Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction, and 
the said persons appointed as afore- 
said shall constitute and be known as 
the ‘bureau of child study of the State 
of Califarnia.’”’ 


The essential part of section 2, pro- 
viding for physical examinations, reads 
as follows: 


“Sec. 2. In any school district or in- 
corporated city, the Board of Trustees 
or City Board of Education shall have 
the power to provide for a physical 
examination of children attending kin- 
dergarten and primary schools, and in 
their discretion, classify them accord- 
ing to their physical strength and tem- 


eal boards for this purpose, and may 
be paid in the same manner as school 
census marshals are now paid; pro- 
vided, however, that no such examina- 
tion shall be made until the parents’ 
permission is first obtained at the time 
of taking the annual school census. 
The school census marshal shall re- 
port the result of his labors to the 
County Superintendent of Schools (or 
the Board of Education in cities,) at 
the same time as he is now required 
by law to so report. . a 


The principal duties of the bureau, 
and the scope of the proposed work, 


are indicated in the following sec- 
tions: 


“Sec. 3. The said bureau shall pre- 
pare for circulation and distribution 
among the mothers of school children 
and the teachers of the public schools 
data and literature which will better 
equip them with knowledge for the 
moral, mental and physical training of 
childhood, and cause a codéperation 
of the parent and class teacher in the 
training and education of the pupil, 
and all needs of childhood. Said liter- 
ature t2 contain in part suggestions 
for erduicating, or at least modifying 
or correcting unfavorable tendencies 
in mind, will and body, where such 
may exist, by implanting and devel- 
oping in children at an early period 
such mental, moral and physical hab- 
its as will serve to prevent or lessen 
deliquency, dependency, or defective- 
ness; the consideration of and notes 
upon, social pathology, or the cause 
of detrimental forms of abnormality, 
or all classes of individuals who, from 
mental, moral or physical defects, are 
dependent upon or injurious to so- 
ciety; an analysis of the antecedents 
or causes of social disease, as a neces- 
sary preliminary to its prevention or 
amelioration; the consideration of 
education in its relation to moral, 
mental, and physical development of 
individuals and society, and its direct 
bearing on those pathological elements 
that tend to social degeneration. | 

“Sec. 5. The members of said bu- 
reau shall study crime and pauperism 
with reference to drunkenness, the.use 
of opium, morphine, and other drugs, 
idiocy, insanity, and other nervous dis- 
eases, and inquire into the causes 
which are producing the criminal and 
pauper population, and to suggest rem- 
edies based upon the results of an 
examination of the organic con- 
stitution of persons comprising said 
population of the State, and their life 
as related to their physical and social 
environment.” 


The study of crime and criminal 
tendencies, and of the broader ques- 
tions of sociology in general, is & most 


tor Boyce’s bill appears, upon its face, 
to be feasible, and it ought to be pro- 
ductive of much good if given practical 
effect in the form of law. It does not 
appear that the experiment would in 
any case be very expensive, and it 
might be well to give it a fair trial. 
Here is one bill, at least, which upon

is a great deal to say in its favor.

COLONIES AND THE CONSTITUTION. 

Because the American Constitution 
approaches perfection, and works sat- 
isfactorily among the intelligent peo- 
ple of this country, it will not do for 
us to take for granted that the cecame 
rules of government may safely be 
applied, offhand, to the mixed popu- 
lation comprising the countries lately 
under the government of Spain. There 
are many Americans who believe that 
the sudden and unrestricted granting 
of the franchise to the southern ne- 
&roes was, to a certain extent, a mis- 
take. Similar action toward the mixed 
Population of semi-civilized people 
who compose the population of Porto 
Rico, Cuba and the Philippines would 
certainly be a grave error. 

In regard to this question, we may 
learn some useful lessons from the ex- 
perience of England, which for cen- 
turies has been engaged in the coloni- 
zation business, on a large and suc- 
cessful cale. Referring to this sub- 
ject, an English member of Parlia- 
ment, James Brice, who is a friend 
and admirer of the United States, 
and has wrtten a valuable book on 
the American Constitution, recently 
contributed an article to the San 
Francisco Chronicle, in the course of 
which he said: 

“All Englishmen who know India 
and the crown colonies will say to 
Americans: ‘Beware of extending the 
suffrage in Hawaii.’ Utterly opposed 
as it may be to all democratic doc- 
trine that 5000 Americans and Euro- 
peans, with perhaps a small infusion 
of other races, should legislate for 
100,000 Asiatics, Hawaiians and Por- 
tuguese, this is a less evil than that 
the 100,000 should be granted power to 
injure themselves, and the Americans, 
and the government as a whole. The 
principles of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence are a species of baggage 
which the American people cannot 
carry with them into their tropical 
dominions. In this matter nature has 
been too strong for us. English, and 
she will be too strong for you.” 


CANAIGRE. 

The New York Tribune recently 
published a long and enthusiastic let- 
ter from Pasadena on the canaigre 
industry, in the course of which the 
statement is made that “so successful 
has the new industry been that some 
three thousand acres will be planted 
to canaigre in Southern California dur- 
ing the next winter, and twice as large 
an acreage will be planted in Ari- 
zona.” Reference is also made to the 
canaigre plantation at Rialto, in San 
Bernardino county, and Prof. James 
McClintock of Edinborough is quoted 
as saying: “I firmly believe that the 
close of the next decade will see the 
long-abandoned canaigre plant produc- 
tive of as much wealth to the people 
of California and the southwest ter- 
ritory as alfalfa or oranges.” 

There may be a solid foundation for 
these glowing predictions. TIMES 
would be pleased to believe that there 
is, as, in that case, another important 
industry will be added to the horti- 
cultural resources of Southern Cali- 
fornia. In the interest of truth, it 
must, however, be said that, so far 
as the canaigre enterprise at Rialto 
is concerned—the only one in South- 
ern California—it cannot certainly yet 
be described as an entire success, 
financially or otherwise. Whether 
this is due to inevitable obstacles in 
the industry itself, or to special short- 
comings of this individual enterprise, 
we are not aware, but it would be 
misleading to claim that the result 
of the Rialto experiment is such as to 
warrant the extensive investment of 
capital in this industry without care- 
ful investigation. 

The canaigre industry in the United 
States is quite a new thing. The val- 


ning purposes were not generally known 
until five years ago, at the time of 
the World’s Fair in Chicago. The 
canaigre root grows wild over a large 
area of the Southwest, and it was this 
root, in its wild state, which was 
at first utilized in New Mexico. It 
has been claimed that in cultivation 
the root ‘loses some of its tanning 
properties, and thus becomes less val- 
uable, while, at the same time, the 
cost of production is, of course, greater 
than when it is gathered wild. It may 


be that in cf&naigre the farmers of 


Southern California will find a new 
and valuable addition to their crops, 
but meantime, as we have said, we 
would advise farmers and investors 
to make a careful and thorough in- 
vestigation before rushing into this 
new field. Much loss and suffering 
has resulted to California farmers in 
the past through the reckless and in- 
discriminate booming of new crops. 


One of the encouraging signs in re- 
gard to the outlook for rain this sea- 
son comes from Arizona. It is a well- 
known fact that the winter raing in 
California follow on the summer rain- 
fall in Arizona and New Mexico. It 
is reported that in those Territories 
more rain fell last season than during 
any season for the past ten years.

Three Millions of Boys Now Ready 
to Be Formed into This 
Greater Army. 


SOME QUESTIONS OF THE HOUR. 


SOLDIERLY BEARING COMES FROM 
EARLY TRAINING, 


National Military Convention Meets 
at Tampa, Fla.—Dr. MacCracken 
Makes One of His Masiterly 
Addresses. 


{A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.! 

TAMPA BAY HOTEL (Tampa, Fia.,) 
Feb. 9.—The Nationa] Military Con- 
vention was organized today by the 
election of the following officers: Presi- 
dent, Daniel C. Butterfield, of New 
York; vice-presidents, Gen. H. F. 
Chace of Michigan, Col, Dyer of Rhode 
Island and Gen. John C, Underwood 
of Kentucky; secretary, Capt. James 
Wilson. Florida. 


Dr. MacCracken, chancellor of New 
York University, was introduced by 
Gov. Bloxham, and delivered an ad- 


dreas on militia action in public 
schools. 


DR, MACCRACKEN’S ADDRESS. 

Answering the question, “What does 
America say as to instructing the bays 
of America in military tactics?" Chan- 
cellor MacCracken said he came to the 
discussion free from prejudgment. The 
one Object of the convention: would be, 
he said, to reach such results as should 
be best for the boys of America, and 
therefore best for the homes of Amer- 
ica, and, through America, best for 
the world. 

“The schools of America are mag- 
nifi@ént in extent,” said he. “They are 
a DPéesible parade ground for an army 
of 10,000,000 of boys. The last report 
of the national commissioner on the 
school population, makes the boys he- 
tween 5 and 18 years of age, 10,641,992, 
This gives us over 800,000 boys every 
year passing the eighteen-year limit 
and bhecoming men. Soon we shall 
have 1,000,000 youths added every year 
to the manhood roll af the United 
States of America. 

“If military drill were confined to 
those only from 14 to 18 years of age, 
we should have an army of 3,000,000 
and over. The main question is, shall 
at least the 3,000,000 of boys from 14 
to 18 years of age have the oppor- 
tunity of learning a little something 
of the rules and exefcises that make 
soldiers? 

“In addition to these there are the 
older and larger boys, nearly 250,000 in 
number; a larger number than the to- 
tal force called out by the President 
for service ¢he last year. Marshaling 
the ¢wo together, remembering that in 
the Ordinary regiment, there is one 
commissioned officer for every twenty 
men, and we should not have from all 
the High School boys of the country 
young fellows to arganize one- 
half the bays that ought to be in the 
common schools. Take the boys that 
actually are in the common schools, 
apes Seven millions, and if one-half 
of them take military drill, being 3,500,- 
000, there are enough High School boys 
to allow one commissioned officer for 
every twenty. In other words, 230,000 
boy for boy soldiers. 
Shall we drill them all? Shall we drill 
any of them? Shall we drill only the 
High School boys? These are the ques- 
tions of the hour.” 

Mr. MacCracken then gave statistics 
of the work being done in the high 
schools and secondary schools of the 
country, deducting therefrom the fol- 
lowing conclusions: 

First, it is not a question of sections 
of the country as to where military 
instruction is given and where it is 
omitted. It is, however, a question 
of States. The States that are high- 
est a& to giving military instruction in 
public high schools are Massachusetts 
and South Carolina, 

Second, even in a given State there 
may. be superior attention given to 
military tactics in public high schools, 
and comparative neglect of the same in 
the private high schools and academies 
closé by. This is seen strikingly in 
Massachusetts. The opposite is equally 
manifest that a State may excel like 
Pennsylvania or Virginia in the pro- 
portion of her academies and high 
schools that instruct in military mat- 
ports and yet her public high schools 
be far behind in the same subject, . 

He then added that although he had 
said that it was a question of States 
as to the conditions of instruction in 
to have tactics, that it seemed also 


o have been in at least some of the 

tates referred to, a question of one 
or tWo men that had convictions on 
this subject, taking the lead in in- 
troducing and emphasizing this partic- 
ular side of education. He cited the 
history of its introduction, into the 
high schools of Massachusetts as 
given in the national commissioners’ 
reports of half a dozen years ago as 
abundant procs of this, 

Passing down and out from the high 
schoola to the grammar schools, Mr. 
MacOracken said that the statistics are 
almost utterly wanting. Three cities 
only in the United States, he said, make 
military instruction obligatory in the 
grammar schools, Newport, Ky; Col- 
orado City, Colo., and Butte City, Mont., 
two, of which are small cities in the 
Rocky Mountain region, and the third 
is ucelly a suburb of Cincinnati. 
Obligatory military instruction in gram- 
mar shools may be said hardly to ex- 
ist. Four or five cities authorize vyol- 
untary instruction in military drill, 
namely, New York City, Geneva, N. ¥i;} 

Y.; Rochester, N. and 
Winona, Minn. 

He said that New York city fairly 
erved for an example of voluntar 
nstruction, Boys were there offered 
the chance to take military drill if they 
and their parents choose, and if the 
are willing to foot the bills. He 
then gave the history of its introduc- 
Hop New York city, and said that 
in 90 per cent. of the grammar schools 
in phe city, the drill inaugurated in 
1894 was ephemeral for the very evi- 
dent reason the whole burden of the 
effort was placed upon parents and 
teachers, the parents .to contribute 
uniforms and equipment, the 
teaan rs to contribute their time and 
rouble.

T. S. C. LOWE OF PASADENA SUES 
CHARLES 


G, EMERY. 


Action to Secure Right of Redemp- 
tion from Foreclasure Proceed- 
inge on the Pasadena Homestead 
and to Quiet Title. 


T. C. & Lowe and his wife, Leon- 
tine A. Lowe, of Pasadena have filed 
a bill of complaint in the United States 
Circuit Court against Charles G. 
Emery of Clayton, N. Y¥., in. which 
they ask for ah injunction restraining 
the defendant from commencing any 
legal action against them to secure the 
Lowe homestead at Pasadena. The 
document is a bill in equity to quiet 
title to the property mentioned, and in 
it Mr. and Mrs. Lowe pray that they 
may be given the right to redeem the 
property from foreclosure proceedings, 


by which it reverted to the control of 
Emery. ° 


After reciting at some length the 
tangle into which the Lowe property 
has been thrown through litigation, the 
bill closes with a prayer for the issuing 
of a subpoena for the defendant to ap- 
pear and answer charges of unfairly 
securing control of the homestead. 

According to the bill, Mr. Lowe first 

absolute control of the property 
in July, 18%, when he mortgaged it to 
the State Loan and Trust Company 
of Los Angeles, for $30,000. This mort- 
gaze was filed in August of that year. 
Thirteen months later the mortgagor 
defaulted payment of interest on the 
loan. and action was commenced in the 
County Superior Court to foreclose. 
January 22, 1897, the property was 
sold at auction, and the mortgagee, 
the State Loan and Trust Company, be- 
= my highest bidder, secured it for 


In order to redeem the property it 
was necessary for Mr. Lowe, accord- 
ing to law, to repurchase the property 
within six months from the time of its 
sale. In July of that year he made 
a written agreement with Charles G. 
Emery, whereby the latter was to re- 
deem the property by the payment of 
$34,000, and Lowe was to continue liv- 
ing in the homestead, paying to Emery 
an annual rental of $2400, in monthly 
installments of $200. In addition to 
this Lowe was to keep up repairs on 
the property, pay the taxes and see 
that the insurance premiums did not 
run hehind. Lowe also agreed to pay 
Emery $39,000, and waived his right to 
redemption under the original fore- 
closure. This agreement was for a 
year. but time was not made a factor 
in ending the agreement. 


Emery took a deed in trust for the 


property, and at the request of Lowe 
conveyed to the Los Angeles Safe De- 
posit and Trust Company in trust for 


Lowe, and deposited the deed with the 


Title Insurance and Trust Company of 
this city. The following February he 
withdrew the deed without notice to 
Lowe, and February 6 of this year he 
served notice on Lowe to pay 3600, 
due for rent, or to vacate the property 
within three days. 

The case is brought in equity, for it 
is the contention of the complainant 
that the document by which Emery se- 
cured control of the property was in 
reality only a mortgage. It would seem 
from the wording of the bill that the 
complainant thought Emery looked 
upon the nsaction as a conveyance. 
Lowe further sets forth that the prop- 
erty in question is worth 
that it is not equity that he should 
lose its ownership for a less sum. He 
also says that he has made a tender 
of the amount due Emery, together 
with interest and rental, and that he 
is now ready to settle the matter on 
that basis, but that the defendant re- 
fuses to make a settlement. 

The subpoena will return to the 
United States Circuit Court on the 
first Monday in April, and it is b- 
able that the case will be given a he 
ing shortly after that date.

WANTS TO C 
New Southern Steamship Line to Be 
Opened Soon. 

Capt. Alphonso B. Smith, president 
of the new steamship company which 
is going to operate a line between 
either San Pedro or San Diego and 
San Benito, Mex., made an informal 
application to Postoffice Inspector 
Flint yesterday afternoon for permis- 
sion to carry the United States mails 
going south. 

The captain says that the first boat 
will start from the California terminus 
of the line March 16, and that one a 
month will run thereafter for ninety 
days, after which time two trips a 
month will be made. It is asserted by 
the president of the company that the 
new line of steamships will touch at 
all points on the Mexican coast north 
of San Benito, and that as a result it 
is within the power of the company 
to handle the mails in better shape than 
‘they are now being taken care of. 

Capt. Smith says that he already has 
the contract from the Mexican govern- 
ment to carry its mail north, and that 
all of his vessels are national steamers 
of Mexico. His application will be re- 
Iterrea to the proper authorities.

PARK IMPROVEMENTS 


PLAN TO HAVE CHAIN GANG 
QUARTERED IN BARRACKS. 


Health Officer Powers’s Advice as to 
Continuing Precautions Against 
the Spread of Smallpox. 


A WOMAN DEFENDS HER CASE. 


THE SUPERVISORS INVESTIGATE 
TBE MATTER OF WHARFAGE. 


The New York Life Ineurance Com- 
pany Seeks a Claimant for $20,- 
000—M, H. de La Matyr Sues 
the Traction Company. 


If the City Council adopts the recom- 
mendation that will be made to it by. 
the Board of Park Commissioners, the 
chain gang will ibe taken off street 
work and will be permanently em- 
ployed in the improvement of some of 
the parks. The commissioners have 
approved the suggestion of the Mayor 
that barracks should be erected for 
the accommodation of the prisoners in 
Blysian Park, and that ‘they be kept 
there at least six days in the week. The 
reason for the proposed change is that 
work in the parks would be to the 
benefit of the general public and would 
make it possible for the regular park 
force to do more important work else- 
where. 

Although there has been but one new 
case of smallpox in the city since last 
Saturday, Health Officer Powers ‘is de- 
sirous that all classes of citizens con- 
tinue to take every precaution against 
the disease. Other cases are expected, 
and while if is not feared that the ‘dis- 
ease will become epidemic, the Health 
Officer oar ae that if the proper. pre- 
cautions alje taken, there will be much 
less difficu/ty in stamping out the dis- 
ease. |

The old, contest over the proposed

probably will be taken.

M. H. De La Matyr has filed a com- 
plarnt against the Los Angeles Trac- 
tion Company, in which he alleges that 
he was hurled from one of the com- 
pany’s cars while turning a curve at 
Sixteenth street, and so injured that 
he now demands $5000 as damages. 

The suit of the New Yok Life Insur- 
ance Company against Hubbard et al.

day. The suit was one brought to 
compel several defendants to inter- 
plead as to who had right and title to 
$20,000, which the plaintiff company an- 
mounced its readiness to pay.

WORK FOR PRISONERS. 


CHAIN GANG MAY BE PERMANENT- 
LY EMPLOYED IN THE PARKS. 


Wecessity for a Continuation of Pre- 
cautions Against Smallpox Ex- 
Plained by the Health Officer, 
Arbitrators’ All-day Session. 


The Board of ‘Park Commission- 
trs has decided to recommend to-the 
ity Council the adoption of the plan 
previously suggested to the latter body 
pf placing the chain gang in the parks 
nstead of having them do street work, 
and if the Council agrees to this plan 
he change will.be made a permanent 
bne. In his first message to the Coun- 
il Mayor Paton pointed to the fact 
hat under the present system «he chain 
fang, which is maintained at public 
expense, is worked on the streets for 
he benefit of a few property-owners, 
While if it were employed in the parks 
he work done would be for the bene- 
it of the public at’ large.” This por- 
ion of the Mayor’s message was re- 
erred to the Board of Park Commis- 
oners, and was taken up at the reg- 
lar meeting of that commission yes- 
erday morning. The members of the 
board agreed that greater good to the 
My could be secured by the adoption 
m the plan suggested than is derived 
fom the present system. A discussion 
he details of the plan followed. 
was stated that barracks for the 
pners could be built in Elysian 
at small expense and that the 
Main gang could do work that is of 
Peat necessity there, such as the re- 
metion of steep grades,.the filling of 
pads where washouts-are likely to o¢- 
r and the building of new roads 
srough the parks.

NO NEW CASES. 


Smallpox Conditions Remain the 
Same—More Cases Expected. 
» Although the usual number of sus- 
reported to the 
health department .yesterday, an in- 
vestigation of them showed that none 
were smalipox. Only one case of small- 
{ Pox has developed since Saturday, and 
that case was a very mild one. Health 
Officer Powersexpects morecases within 
a week and much of his work now is 
that of preparing for these expected 
cases. The reason other cases are 
looked for is that the period of incu- 
bation in those who were exposed to 
the last cases of the disease has not 
‘xpired, and it is thought there are 
persons who were exposed in whom the 
disease has not had time to develop. 
Nearly all the cases in the infected dis- 
trict in the Seventh Ward could be 
traced to the first case there which 
was not promptly reported and which 
resulted in the death of the Haeger- 
mann boy. Dr. Powers said yesterday 
that it was of greatest importance that 
all persons take every possible precau- 
tion against the disease, not because 
any epidemic is feared, but the doctor 
thinks that the fact that there have 
been so few cases within the past week 
may lead people to become careless as 
to the manner in which they expose 
thmselves and may lead them to neg~ 
lect preautions which they would oth- 
erwise take. It is this which he de- 
sires to avoid. 

“In spite of all that has been said 
about and against vaccination,” said 
the Health Officer yesterday, ‘the med- 
ical profession is practically a unit in 
the belief that vaccination is not only 
& proper safeguard, but in times like 
these a very necessary one. It is al) 
very well ‘to talk about isolation, but 
as was stated in The Times this morn- 
ing, this is not possible in a city like 
this. Vaccination is the best preven- 
tive we have and I would advise all 
persons to take advantage of the op- 
portunity to be vaccinated. The vac- 
cination stations will be kept open as 
long as there is any possibility of a 
spread of the disease.”’ 

In the basement of the City Hall a 
room has been set apart as a fumigat- 
ing room. In it an air-tight closet has 
been built, in which the clothing ot 
those who. have to visit suspected and 
real cases of smallpox will be fumi- 
gated. Adjoining this closet is a bath- 
room. The physicians who have been 
on duty in the infected district can 
enter the place from the yard, anda, 
upon removing their clothing, they wll 
place it in the fumigating chamber 
and by means of formaline destroy all 
germs that may be in the clothing. 
They will then cleanse themselves in 
the bathroom and emerge into another 
room where a suit of clothes that has 
been fumigated will be kept. By using 
this place all danger of the doctors’ 
carrying the disease will be removed. 

The condition of the patients at the 
City Hospital continues to improve. 
A number of them are almost well 
and there has been so little work for 
the nurses during the past few days 
that two of them were relieved from 
-duty yesterday. 


AN OLD STORY RETOLD. 


Ancient Alley Contest Before a Spe- 
cial Council Committee. 

A special- committee of the City 
Council, consisting of Messrs. Baker, 
Vetter and Toll spent the entire after- 
noon yesterday in the hearing of the 
old matter of the opening of an alley 
from Fourth to Fifth streets, between 


opening was' first proposed in the 
Council more than two years ago, and 
from time to time it has been before 
that body. Once or twice the proceed- 
ings were abandoned for a time only 
to be revived later. No less than three 
reports have been filed by the last com- 
mission that was appointed to assess 
the damages and benefits to preperty 
incident to the proposed opening, and 
at the present time after all that has 
been done about it, the alley seems to 
be no nearer an amicable settlement 
than it was many months ago. The 
members of the Council grew tired of 
hearing the same old protests told over 
and over again, and when the matter 
of the hearing of certain protests came 
up at the last meeting it was referred 
to the committee mentioned, and the 
announcement was made that the com- 
mittee would settle the question once 
and for all time. To announce this 


viewed from its beginning, and the 
members of the committee received a 
statement from all who were at: a 
interested and from some persons who 
were not. For more than two hours 
the argument continued, and there was 
little that was not already. known nre- 
sented before the committee. Just 
what the report of the Councilmen will 
be has not been decided upon. the com- 
mittee taking the-matter under advice- 
ment at the conclusion of the hearing. 


COMPLETING THEIR CASE. 


Nearly All the Water Company’s Evi- 
dence Submitted to Arbitrators. | 


The hearing of evicence by the Board 
of Arbitrators has been almost com- 
pleted, and by this evening it is 
thought the water company will have 
closed jits case. . The city will then 
put on the stand a few witnesses in 
rebuttal, but their evidence will not 
consume much time. City Attorney 
Haas said yesterday that he was con- 
fident that all the evidence will be fm 
by Saturday evening. If it is com- 
pleted by that time the hearing of 
the argument oh the matter will be- 
gin Monday or Tuesday. This will 
take about a week, unless the members 
.of the board decide that they do not 
desire to hear that much argument, 
and at the conclusion of the speeches 
the case will be finally submitted. 
There is such a mass of: figures that 
has been submitted to the members 
and so many references have been re- 
ferred to them that in the preparation 
of their final report at least two 
weeks will be required. If the report 
is completed within that time the re- 
sult of the arbitration will be knowfi 
by the first week in March. 

The regular session of the Board of 
Arbitrators yesterday was one of the 
longest they have yet held. Superin- 
tendent Mullholland was the first wit- 
ness, his testimony being a continuation 
of what he had stated on the stand 
several days ago. He was followed by 
_Engineer Hawgood for the company,

said his estimates of value were con- 
tained in his report, and it was there- 
fore unmocessary to examine him as to 
that. As to the manner in which the 
depreciation of the value of the plant 
through use_should be computed, he 
advanced the theory that the only cor- 
rect way to. determine. depreciation 
was to compute it on the basis of the 
cost of maintenance, repairs and re- 
newals. This theory the city is un- 
willing to admit, because its admis- 
sion would be an acknowledgement 
that those portions of the plant that 
have not ~~ repairs are as good 
and are worth as much as when they 
were placed ‘in the ground. - The cross- 
examination of this witness continued 
for more than an hour, but he would 
from the position he first 
ook, 

Superintendent Wilton of the Al- 
catraz Asphalt Paving Company was 
next introduced by the company. He 
was examined as to the cost of making 
excavations. He asserted that exca- 
vations in unpaved stréets would not 
cost more than 50 cents'per cubie yard. 
This price was below what the city 
had computed it, the figures of its 
engineers being that it would cost 54 
cents, while the water company con- 
tended that the cost would exceed 60 
cents. The difference in the, cost be- 
tween paved and unpaved streets 
amounted of course to the cost of pav- 
ing, which the witness said would be 
about 10 cents per square foot for con- 
‘crete work, and 10 cents for asphalt 
surface. As to other concrete work, 
the witness swore that it would be 
worth between $7.75 and $8 per cubic 
yard. The company had estimated 
the cost of this work at from $9 to $9.25, 
_ the city had computed it at abuut 

‘. 


Engineer Hawgood was then recalled 
and again questioned as to his theory 
of depreciation. He was followed by 
Engineer Percell, whose testimony was 
in the main much the same as that of 
his associate engineer. The session of 
the board did not end until after 5 
o'clock. Today the examination. of 
Engineer Percell will be continued.

Important Work Suggested by 
Figueroa-street Residents. 

A number of owners of property 

along Figueroa street where the large 

zanja on the west side of that street 


ing the ditch closed and a large pipe 
line substituted along the entire length 
of the zanja, which is one of the largest 
in the city. The matter has been men- 
tioned to several members of the City 
Council, and they have left the question 
to the property-owners for settlement. 
~The reason for the desire is the belief 
by some of the residents of that part 
of the city that the presence of the 
zanja is the cause of one or two cases 
of diphtheria on Figueroa street. Not 
many cases of this disease have been 
reported, but it is said that one or two 
of them were directly due to the fact 
that children played in the water and 
caught cold, which resulted in the 
more serious illness. 

The property-owners are not a unit 
in the matter, and the proposition ‘to 
construct a pipe line there will be: op- 
posed by some of them. . The matter 
will be brought to the attention of the 
Council by the filing of a petition ask- 
ing that the work be done at the ex- 


pense of all the property-owners on the 
street.

FRANK CLEGHORN’S CONTRADIC- 
TORY DEPOSITION. 


Shot-hole Controversy Agaf 
Brought Up—An Important Point 
for the Prosecution Ruled Ont. 
Nealis’s Reputation Discussed.., 


Frank Cleghorn is dead, and had. his 

death occurred just twenty-four hours 
earlier the chances of a triumphant 
acquittal for Joe Hunter, his close 
friend for many years, on the charge 
of having killed Wong Sing Hay, would 
-be better than it is. 
But on Wednesday afternoon the de- 
position of Cleghorn was taken, and 
upon the representation yesterday by 
Dr. Potter that it would not be wise 
to bring him into court, the deposition 
was read to the jury. At all the pre- 
vious investigations regarding the kill- 
ing of the Chinaman, Cleghorn never 
testified, save once. He did appear 
fat the Coroner's inquest, but after 
that when it was desired to subpoena 
him he was not to be found, and when 
the subpoena was out fgr him then he 
was much in evidence. In life he was 
the mysterious personage in the case, 
and with his death the mystery has 
been deepened rather than dissipated. 
Meantime Cleghorn’s testimony, given 
at the Coroner’s inquest on the day af- 
ter the body of the Chinaman was 
found, and his deposition taken two 
days ago, remain as a record of his 
connection with the murder of the 
Chinaman—according to his own show- 
ing. The two documents are in certain 
essential points irreconcilable, and are. 
quite contradictory. 

Yesterday, too, the question of the 
shot-holes in the sheet was brought 
up again by the defense in sur-rebuttal. 
In reality there is no ground in the 
world to believe that the shot was 
shot through, but it has been odd to 
notice what tricks «he memory may 
play.. Deputy District Attorney Mc- 
Comas stated that at the Clark trial 
there were none of the’ holes in the 
sheet indicating scattered shot had 
passed through. Judge Smith said he 
had no recollection of the _ shot 
holes, but ex-Clerk of the 
department Logan examined the 
sheet and said it appeared much the 
same as at the Clark trial. Court Re- 
porter McAllister said he had an idea 
that Mr. McComas had interrogated 
some witness at the Clark trial about 
a hole or holes in the sheet, and after 
much searching it was found that. such 
had been the case. Philip, Begay, who 
the other day testified to having found 
that portion of the sheet that is rid- 
dled with holes over the face of the 
‘dead Chinaman, was asked about “shot 
holes,”’” and in answer to the specific 
question, said he referred to “that 
black hole,” indicating merely the one 
rent in the sheet. As a matter of fact, 
the trousers found upon Clark when 
he was arrested, and which were in 
court, are riddled in precisely similar 
manner to the sheet. 8 

In addition to these points, the tes- 
timony yesterday was merely a gath- 
ering up of the strands of evidence be- 
fore closing the case: One very °im- 
portant point,- indeed, was ruled out 
by the court.

THE WHARF RATES. 


Statement from the Southern Pacific 
Yet Unfilled. 
The. Board of Supervisors took up the 


matter of wharfage rates at San Pe- 


dro for consideration yesterday and 


listened to a vast amount of talk on 


the subject. With regard to the 


Southern PacificCompany, which corpo- 
ration has persistently refrained from 
filing any statement regarding its San 
Pedro wharf, two more weeks of grace 
have been accorded within which the 
statement must be filed. 


There was a full attendance of rail- 


road and wharf men in the chamber 
yesterday when the matter was taken 


up. Judge Bicknell protested in be- 


half of the Southern Pacific that their 


wharf existed only by permission and 


under the toleration and franchise of 


the State government, consequently 


that the Supervisors were prying into 
that which is in no way an affair of 


theirs. 
The board, however, intimated that 
they intended to exercise jurisdiction 


and would fix the wharf rates anyhow, 
and the company could find its rem- 
edy at law if any remedy existed. 


Superintendent J. A. Muir, Wharf- 


master Crane, Mr. Jamison, the agent 
at the Port Los Angeles wharf, and 
other officials gave some interesting 
figures’ havink important bearing on 
the case. The data regarding the San 


Pedro wharf was very meager, al- 


though it was stated that the charges 
for vessels of the Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship Company are 50 cents per ton, 
and other vessels $2.50 per ton. This 
discrimination avas justified on the 
ground that in the one case the steam- 
ers are regular, and the tonnage can 


be approximately 


estimated and 


counted on, while in the case of tramp 
steamers there is neither regularity nor 
certainty of any kind. This discrimi- 
nation, too, it was urged, is the only 
way in which a competitive rate with 


Francisco can be maintained 


against the railroad. 


The most important features and the 


one not to be gleaned from the state- 


ments submitted—and curiously enough 
the one not required by the statute to 
be embodied in the annual statements 


provided for—is the aggregate of ship- 
ments in tons. It is 


averred that 


wharfage for the Southern Pacifi’s own 


tonnage is not counted in estimating 
the wharf incomes and that the tota) 
income does not for that reason exceed 


the lawful total of 25 per cent. of the 
value of the property. This point was 
dwelt upon at some length yesterday.

A FINE STONE BRIDGE. 


In connection with the movement for 
better roads in California will come 
a demand for bridges of more solid 
‘build than the flimsy structures which 
= — the rule. The Pacific Rural 
ress Of recent date says that 
county is becoming widely ‘for 
its permanent road structures. Since 
. the fall of 1894 fourteen stone bridges 
and a number of stone culverts have 
been built, at an aggregate cost of 
about $654,000, replacing wooden 
structures, which were con- 
stant source of expense for repairs. 
The Pacific Rural Press, of recent 


date, publishes an engraving of what. 


is said to be the longest stone bri 
west of the Rocky Mountains. it 
ow Crests apa county. The 

ural Press gives the followi e 
tion of this fine bridge: 

“The stone bridges of Napa county 
range in length from 50 to 3800 feet. 
The shortest bridges consist of single 
arches, spanning the smaller streams, 
and giving abundant waterway dur- 
ing flood seasons. The longer bridges 
consist of arches.in series. The spans 
of these longer bridges vary from 55 to 
75 feet for each span. Two of the 
larger, bridges deserve special mention. 

The first constructed was over Napa 
River, near St. Helena. This bridge 
is 212 feet over all, and has three 55- 
foot. arches, with piers and abutments 
resting on bedrock. The center arch 
is somewhat higher than the others. 
The second is over Putah Creek, near 
Monticello, and is somewhat larger and 
more imposing structure. It consists 
of three 70-foot arches carried down 
to bedrock. The center span is 42 
feet above low water. The abutments 
are 6 feet below the surface, resting 
on bedrock. The piers are 16 feet at 
their bases and 10 feet at spring line, 
and also rest on bedrock. The arch 
stones are 3 feet 6 inches deep, 12 3-16 
inches at the crown, and 11 inches at 
bese, laid in cemet mortar. The stone 
wved in the bridges is a-native sand- 
stone, and is found in abundance near 
the site. It is extremely strong, hav- 
ing stood a test of 8000 to 12,000 pounds 
pressure to the inch. There were used 
in the construction of the last-men- 
tioned bridge 2600% j cubic yards 
of material, 675 barrels of ce- 
ment, 380 barrels of lime, 565,- 
000 of lumber (for false 
work, and 1% tons of iron. The only 
article purchased outside of Napa 
county was the cement. The entire 
cost of the bridge was $19,980, while 
the two combination wooden-iron 
bridges erected at this point represent 
in their construction and maintenance 
an outlay of $53,000, and yet, after 
this enormous outlay, all there is to 
show for it was a pile of broken and 
rotten timbers.”

GOOD REPORTS FROM THE RED 
ROVER, NEAR ACTON. 


Another Strike in the Rand Dis- 
j trict—The Barstow Mill Will Be 
Busy—Isabella” Excitemént—A 
Mining Census—Notes. 

Late reports from the Red. Rover 
mine, near Acton, Los Angeles county, 
received at the offices of the secre- 
tary of the company in this city, are 
of a very satisfactory character. Some 
days ago a gold bar of the value of 
$1449.60 was received from the mine, 
and since then an assay of some ore 
taken from the 300-foot level shows 
values considerably higher than any of 
the rock heretofore milled. The bar 
here mentioned weighed 90% ounces, 
and was the result of a run of 125 tons 
of ore. of which twenty tons came 
from the 100-foot level, and 105 tons 
from the 300-foot level. When the last 
blast was made at this latter: depth 
it pulled down a lot of ore which, on 
examination, showed that the vein at 
that depth was widening. When -that 
fact was communicated by the super- 
intendent at the mine to the officials in 
this city, George J. Denis, president of 
the company, and H. O. Collins, secre- 
tary. went to Acton and made a critical 
examination of the ore body developed 
by the blast. Mr. Collins had a drill 
put to work to throw down some of the 
ore 
large lump of it, which he had assayed, 
The returns from it were a surprise. 
They showed: Gold, 143.74 ounces per 
ton; silver, 45.57 ounces per ton, equal 
in value to $2997.54 per ton. 

That much having been determined 
a meeting of the directors of the com- 
pany was held, at which it was de- 
cided to go down to the 1000-foot Jevel. 
After a most careful examination of 
the upper levels, and from what is 
shown at the 700-foot level—where they 
now are—the conclusion was reached 
that the main body of ore would be 
found at the tenth level, and instruc- 
tions have already been issued to go 
on sinking to that depth. 

mong the improvements contem- 
plated for the better development of the 
mine, and for which « arrangements 
have been made, is the piping of water 
from Mt. Gleason. The company ac- 
| quired some time ago a water right at 
that point, and when the pipe from 
there is laid it will permit them to dis- 
pense with their pumping plant at Ac- 
ton, as all the water required for mill- 
ing and other purposes will be carried 
by gravity to the mine, the source of 
supply on Mt. Gleason being higher 
than the mill at the mine. + This in it. 
self will effect a very considerable sav- 
ing in expense. It is also the inten- 
tion of the company to increase their 
milling capacity from ten stamps, as at 
present, to twenty-five stamps. When 
these improvements are completed the 
Red Rover will be one of the best 
equipped mines in the State, and will 
permit the company to work the prop- 
erty on a much larger scale, milling 
more ore and at less expense per ton 
than they have hitherto done.  Inci- 
dentally it may be stated that the Red 
Rover is the deepest mine in Southern 
California.

A MINING CENSUS. 


The Committee on Census at Wash- 
ington has, as reported, decided to re- 
port a bill providing for taking a. com- 
plete census of the gold-mining indus- 
try in the United States. The provis- 
ion, which was drawn by Representa- 
tive de Vries, is that there shall be a 
complete enumeration of the men en- 
gaged in the mining of gold in every 
capacity, the output of mines and the 
kind of mining in which*the men are 
engaged, whether placer or vein, and 
the statistics of the business in every 
particular. In addition it is provided 
that this information shall be printed 
in a separate volume and shall be ready 
for distribution not later than 1900. 

This step is believed to. be largely in 
the interest of plans for making di- 
vision of mines and mining under the 
Department of the Interior. Another 
point which was decided upon and 
which will make the taking of the cen- 
sus almost entirely non-partisan, was 
a clause which provides that in the 
examination of men who will take the 
census there shall be no reference to 
politics, and any officer who shall ask 
a question of politics when examining 
an applicant shall be removed.

THE AUTOMOBILE MOVEMENT. 


Electricity Taking the Place of Oil 
Motors in Paris. 

The automobile movement has al- 
ready a sure and firm grip on the 
‘Even the mustangs which 
drew travelers over the sixty-mile 
journey between Flagstaff, Ariz., and 
the Grand Cafion, are to be shelved to 
make way for a line of autocars. The 
outside of the coach will seat éighteen 
persons, including the driver, and 
twelve passengers can be carried in- 
side. A question which just now in- 
terests keenly the public as well as ex- 
perts, is the charactef of the motive 
power to be adopted for the enormous 
number of automobiles which will 
soon be seen in every city in America. 
The gasoline motor is high in favor, 
and will doubtless fill a broad and use- 
ful field, but it is remarkable that in 
a recent cab contest in Paris, hitherto 
the home of the oil motor carriage, 
where was given the most complete 
and-practical series of tests yet organ- 
ized, eleven out of twelve competi- 
tors used electricity. As a result of 
this contest the entire Paris cab sys- 
tem wii substitute electricity as a 
motive power ‘before the close of the 
present year. In fact, it is generally 
recognized that electricity, for the 
present, at least, is preéminently the 
power for the congested traffic of large 
cities. It has already become the 
fashion to use private autocabs instead 
of private carriages after the theater 
or opera, and the manufacturers of 
these vehicles are overwhelmed with 
orders. It is found that the average 
coachman or caretaker, after a week’s 
instruction, is-competent to operate and 
eare for an electric carriage.

PLUMBING ORDINANCE INTERESTS 
SANTA ANA, 


Free Delivery System to Be In- 
anugurated Next Month—Carriers 
Appointed—Old Maid’s Conven- 
tion—Genernl News Notes. 


SANTA ANA, Feb. 9.—{Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The long-looked-for plumbing ordi- 
nance was made the special order of the 
meeting of the Board of City Trustees 
Wednesday evening, and accordingly a large 
crowd of spectators was present. A good 
many of those present were piumbers; others 
were residents who expect some little diffi- 
culty in connecting with the sewer, and still 
others were there through mere idle curios- 
ity. The ball was started by the clerk read- 
ing the first sections of the ordinance, each 
of which was discussed apparently in all 
its phases before passing on to the next. 
The sections referring to the plumbers pay- 
ing a license and providing for the kind of 
joints to be made in the connections brought 
out the warmest The ordinance 
originally imposed a tax of $50 a year on the 
plumbers, making a monopoly 
for those who are already here in the busi- 
ness, but before the board 
the license was reduced to a year, payable 
quarterly. There was but little opposition 
to the ordinance then until the ‘‘wipe-joint’’ 
section was reached. Then the oratory was 
heard. Johnnie Haywood kept the house in 
almost an ‘uproar until he had thoroughly 
explained the difference between a ‘‘wipe- 
joint,”’ “bolted joint,’’ ‘‘ring-bone,’’ ‘‘spavin’’ 
and other features of the discussion. The 
statement was made that to compel the prop- 
erty-owners to use the ‘wipe-joint’’ alone 
would practically make a monopdly of that 
part of the business, as not all of the plumb- 
ers in the town could execute a ‘‘wipe-joint’’ 
to the satisfaction of the plumbing 
but this argument availed nothing, for, by 
vote of 3 to 2, the board decided that the 
“‘wipe-joint’’ should be used in all the con- 
nections. 

That the Trustees intend the sewer plumb- 
ing shall be done in a proper manner is evi- 
denced from the fact that they have decided 
to require a bond of $500 from each pluamber 
before he will be allowed to do any work at 
all. In tho first piece, he must take out a 
license, which will be $6 per year; then he 
must give bonds in the sum of $500 for the 
faithful performance of his work.

Clerk Gridley. who entered the name 
and charge on the police record, said 
that Ryan was accompanied by an- 
other man, but did not know whether 
he had been locked up or not.

SUICIDE OF CLEGHORN. 


HE PUT A BULLET THROUGH HIS 
HEAD YESTERDAY. 


Was an Important Witness in the 
Wong Sing Hay Case, and Re- 
cently Came from Arizona to 
Testify in Beflalf of Joe Hunter. 


Frank Cleghorn, one of the most im- 
portant witnesses in the Hunter mur- 
der trial, whose deposition was taken 
on Wednesday on account of his in- 
ability to be present in court, com- 
mitted suicide in his room at the Mar- 
guerite lodging house, No. 145 North 
Spring street, yesterday noon, 

The room Cleghorn was occupying 
belonged to Joe Hunter, who has been 
paying for it for the past two months, 
although seldom occupying it himself. 
Monday night when Cleghorn was in- 
jured he was taken to the room, and 
had been in bed ever since. 

When Cleghorn fired the fatal shot 
May Peck was in a room two doors 
away. She and another young woman 
entered the room and found him 
propped up in bed, his eyes wide open 
and the pistol clasped tightly in his 
right hand. He had put the pistol in 
his mouth and fired. The bullet passed 
upward, came out at the top of the 
head, and buried itself in the head- 
board of the bed, where it was found 
by Coroner Holland. An inquest will 
be held today between the hours of 12 
and 2 o’clock p.m. The inquest was 
set for that time in order to have Joe 
Hunter present. 

Cleghorn was.about 41 years of age. 
He was a personal friend of Hunter, 
and while the latter held the office of 
constable Cleghorn was a deputy under 
him. The two were intimately asso- 
ciated at the time of Wong Sing Hay’s 
murder, for which Harry Clark stands 
convicted, and for which Joe Hunter 
is now on trial. } 

Some time ago Cleghorn went to 
Searchlight, Ariz., where he worked in 
the mines, but returned to Los Ange- 
les recently to testify at Hunter’s trial. 

The story Cleghorn told of his con- 
nection with the murder case was to 
the effect that he drove out to Joe Hun- 
ter’s place the day after the murder 
and was told by Hunter of Harry 
Clark’s arrest. That same night, while 
watching by the cross-roads, Clark 
having escaped from the officers who 
had arrested him, he claimed that he 
fired a shot at some one who rode by on 
a bicycle, presumably Clark. 

Clark’s story of that night was to 
the effect that, after he had escaped 
from the officers he went toward Hun- 
ter’s house to get the money which the 
latter had promised him, on which to 
get out of the country. He met Hun- 
ter and Cleghorn at the cross-roads 
and begged Hunter for the money, but 
did not get it. He said Hunter and 
Cleghorn, both at that time being offi- 
cers of the law, knew that he was a| 
fugitive from justice, but made no at- 
tempt to arrest him. 

Gen. Johnstone Jones, who is prose- 
cuting the charge against Hunter, yes- 
terday very decidedly expressed the 
opinion that Cleghorn was not as sick 
as he pretended, and that his suicide 
was not the result of sickness ‘alone. 
Mr. Williams, formerly a deputy in the 
District Attorney’s office, also coin- 
cided in this view, and intimated that 
Cleghorn had at least a guilty knowl- 
edge of the murder. 

It is said that Cleghorn has been un- 
der surveillance for several days, and 
that in the event of Hunter’s convic- 
tion he was to have been arrested as 
an accomplice.
